And in the carved archway of 
the Church of La Campania de Jesus 
is a stone inscribed with her name, 
and the date of her death, 1688.

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A Young Collector Travels 


“South of the Border” 


Religion has played a very im- 
portant part in the story of Mexico, 
and it’s no wonder that the great 
collections of that country are collec- 
tions of religious objects. As a rule 
every country’s collectors start their 
hobbies with the things that are 
around them, things that have passed 
down through their families, or ob- 
jects with which they are familiar. 
In Mexico and most of the Central 
American republics, the most com- 
mon articles and the most beautiful 
articles are those that graced the 
cathedrals and monasteries when the 
nations were young. 


As the Spanish conquered the Az- 
tecs, they overthrew the stone idols 
and set up altars to Christianity. 
Then they started in constructing ca- 
thedrals and churches. They imported 
ivory and finely cut gems and com- 
bined with the natural resources of 
the country, such as gold and silver, 
they decorated and ornamented these 
houses of worship. They imported ar- 
tists from Europe and commissioned 
them to paint huge canvases in honor 
of the Virgin and all the heavenly 
family. The glass makers turned out 
their finest works in the shapes of 
crosses and altar decorations, As fast 
as a little town sprang up, it soon 
had a church, and this church soon 
was filled with the articles that the 
Spanish priests remembered as being 
in their own churches in Spain. No 
town was too small not to have an 
“inglesia,” and no Indian family was 
too poor not to have a crucifix or a 
small altar in their home, 


Then in the latter part of the 1890’s 
the first Protestant President of Mex- 
ico decreed that Church and State, 
should be separate. He declared that 
these institutions be disbanded and 
the articles confiscated. All over Mex- 
ico the clergy was driven from its 
cloistered existence, many returning 
to Spain. The government collected 
the finely wrought religious objects 
and sold them to fill the depleted 
treasury, and thus began many of 
the finest collections in Mexico today. 


It’s difficult for an American, not 
used to such magnificence, to walk 
casually around an antique shop in 
Mexico. I spent the biggest part of 
my free time in these dusty, clut- 
tered places, constantly being amazed 
at what was for sale. They have 
crosses and crucifixes heaped on ta- 
bles, in much the same manner that

our dealers might pile a stock of mis- 
cellaneous glass or unmatched lamp 
shades. Often there is no order or 
reason to these shops, and many 
times the dealer is not too sure just 
what the object is, or where he got 
it. Fourteenth and fifteenth century 
oil paintings may be tossed under ta- 
bles, their colors still vivid and the 
gold leaf shining in the dust, Hand 
carved wooden statues of the early 
saints and martyrs plead with the 
American tourist to restore them to 
the glory they once knew, I saw a 
stone image of St. Joseph whose right 
hand was worn smooth with the kiss- 
es of the devout, being used as a door 
stop in a junk store in a small Mex- 
ican village. It’s not that the deal- 
ers have no respect for the objects 
that they sell. It’s just that there 
are so many of these antiquities 
around. It seemed strange but to the 
average dealer I met, an 18th cen- 
tury crystal goblet was not an “an- 
tique,” but a two thousand year old 
Aztec pottery vessel was, and he 
would much rather tell me of its mer- 
its than to brag up the fine workman- 
ship of the goblet. 


The things that intrigued me most 
were the hand carved crucifixes, 
abounding all over the country. The 
devout beliefs and the lack of money, 
drove the Indians to carve their own 
crosses using materials at hand. They 
made them from wood or straw and 
painted them or left them natural 
colored. They clothed them in hand 
woven cloth or left the figures nude. 
They made them small enough to fit 
in the palm of the hand, or large 
enough to fill an entire wall in the 
village church. Some were carefully 
carved with every detail painstaking- 
ly applied to the crucifix figure. Oth- 
ers seem to be slashed from the liv- 
ing wood with crude suggestions of 
arms and legs, I was reminded of 
the French Impressionists, even 
though these were carved 200 years 
before that art movement began. 
Sometimes the Indian artist would 
go further and carve himself and his

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tamily kneeling at the base of the 
cross, his wife and children wearing 
their rebosas and sombreros. No mat- 
ter how fine or how crude, eacn of 
these crosses snow the modern ob- 
server the love and devotion that the 
artist had in nis heart as he tashioned 
the body of nis Lora. 


A collector in Mexico is likely to 
have a complete altar set up in his 
or her home, with hand carved sta- 
tues, gilded wax candles and gem en- 
crusted crucifixes. They will have an 
early prayer book open on the altar, 
one that was carefully painted on 
parchment or sheep skin, hundreds 
of years ago. Often there will be a 
complete, colorful, stained glass win- 
dow, reflecting the rays of the warm 
Mexican sun, in the room that houses 
the collection. If the collector is 
wealthier, or perhaps just luckier, he 
will have the original vestments that 
a priest wore as he said Mass, hun- 
dreds of year ago. These are of a 
very heavy cloth, covered with velvet 
and hand embroidered. One I remem- 
ber particularly, in a private collec- 
tion, was a robe woven from pure 
gold thread. A very heavy flora] de- 
sign was then embroidered using a 
thick purple cord. Then in the center 
of each of these flowers a huge flaw- 
less amethyst was sewn into place. 
How impressive this must have ap- 
peared to the worshiping natives 
when this robe was worn during a 
service illuminated by hundreds of 
candles, 


It takes a long time for most Amer- 
icans to appreciate this magnifi- 
cence. In our economic world so much 
is cut and streamlined, either stamped 
from metal or molded from plastic. 
We are accustomed to articles pared 
down to their bare essentials, with- 
out much design. Our homes are low 
and sleek with a huge glass eye peer- 
ing out at the bullet shaped automo- 
biles speeding by. We have forgotten 
how to relax and we have lost our 
appreciation for beauty. Yet there is 
a small group of us who realize the 
need for something more in our daily 
living, something that isn’t massed 
produced for utilities sake. This 
group is made up largely of the col- 
lectors of America, the ones who, like 
the Mexicans, refuse to be swept away 
by fashion’s dictates. One of the mem- 
bers of that group is you, the readers 
of HOBBIES Magazine. Congratula- 
tions!

“McCormack Memorial”

Superlatives are in order this 
month—superlatives in profusion for 
a truly superlative issue! Even 
those among us who are members of 
The American Gramophone Society 
and accustomed to doings on a grand 
scale by Addison Foster, its found- 
er and president, cannot help being 
swept by the “McCormack Memorial,” 
as lavish in its contents as it is in 
jts presentation. 

This history-making AGS McCor- 
mack release consists of eighteen 
10-inch Mauve and Gold label rec- 
ords by the late great Irish tenor. Of 
these, 22 sides were never published 
in any form either by HMV or Vic- 
tor, 5 sides came out dubbed on 45 
rpm only, and 9 sides are rare on 
their original label. The records are 
housed in three luxurious volumes 
tooled in real gold and in their turn 
contained in a heavy slip case. A 
text by Max de Schauensee as well 
as photographs from the private col- 
lection of the Countess McCormack 
accompany the set. The magnificent 
edition is very limited, restricted to 
members of the AGS and priced at 
150 dollars. However, for the first 
time in two years, a few new mem- 
berships are now being made avail- 
able for a fee of 5 dollars. All com- 
munications regarding the “McCor- 
mack Memorial’ and application for 
membership are to be forwarded to 
The American Gramophone Society, 
1226 Montgomery Avenue, Narberth, 
Pennsylvania.

Names of artists talented beyond 
the average never die. We are awed 
at the mere mention of Rubini. Pas- 
ta, Tamburini, Lablache, Tietjens 
and others reputed of equally gigan- 
tic stature, and yet their vocal worth 
is a complete mystery to us. ‘How 
different it is with their successors 


who had a chance to immortalize 
their voices on wax. They will for- 
ever be remembered through their re- 
cordings, andnone more affectionately 
than John McCormack. 


_ Powerful is the appeal of John’s 
singing on records; no less powerful, 
it is said, than when he was heard 
in the flesh. But what was it that 
endeared him so enormously to the 
multitude of his listeners all through 
his singing career? The exquisite tim- 
bre of his voice? It delighted. His 
masterful use of it? It amazed. His 
musical exactness? It inspired re- 
spect. His unbelievable breath con- 
servation? It dazzled. These were the 
tangible, fundamental attributes 
which made him the superior vocal 
artist that he was. But there was 
another quality, intangible and the 
most forceful of all, which rendered 
his singing irresistible: an inner glow 
combined with an ineffable charm 
which his voice radiated, be it in an 
operatic aria, classical or concert 
piece, a simple ballad, or a song of 
his native land. Whether one agreed 
or not with his plentiful inclusion of 
the lighter music in his repertoire, 
no one could deny that his art shone 
as brightly in a ditty of little impor- 
tance as it did in his JI mio tesoro 
from “Don Giovanni,” of which he 
left a recording that will for al! time 
remain a most outstanding example 
of vocal perfection. 


Much has been written about John 
McCormack, but one of the articles 
on him is of particular significance. 
It was written by the well known 
American composer, A. Walter Kra- 
mer, for the January 1927 number 
of the “Singing” Magazine. The au- 
thor followed for years the famous 
tenor’s career and, being an author- 
itv on the subject, surely his word 
can be trusted. I am quoting Part II 
from Mr. Kramer’s “Portrait of a 
Master Singer”: 


“ Heard John McCormack Sunday. 
Divine!’ Excerpts from a letter in 
my mail the other morning. Excep- 
tional? no, typical. My correspon- 
dent didn’t even go on to say what he 
sang (I had seen that in the Sunday 
paper of the preceding week); the 
word ‘divine’ and an _ exclamation 
point after it told me everything I 
could imagine John standing there, 
his head at that angle (just as in- 
dividual as the equally original one 
chosen by the admirable Julia Culp) 
that he seems to find best for the 
delivery of his music, singing Cesar 
Franck’s La Procession, plumbing the 
mystic isomething that the Belgian or- 
ganist-composer breathed into it that 
eludes nine out of every ten singers 
who attempt it; or the same mas- 
ter’s Panis Angelicus, with a devout- 
ness that proclaims the humility of 
great and true art. Or again, Rach- 
maninoff’s The Children, sung as no 
one has sung it before or since, with 
that soul-searching cry ‘O children!’ 
that makes me shudder and that cov- 
ers me with goose flesh every time 
T hear John utter it. When he sang 
this song over the radio last Jan- 
uary, I listened for it and wondered 
whether it would. ... The effect was 
the same, for John McCormack is one 
of the few artists who can project 
their personality, their individuality, 
over ‘the wireless, just as he has been 
able ta do it in making records for 
the. phonograph. A McCormack rec- 
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McCORMACK in a rural setting 





ord is a faithful reproduction of 
McCormack. Most singer’s records 
are just faint carbon copies of their 
voice. 

“That night that he sang for twen- 
ty—or was it' forty?—millions sitting 
before their loud speakers, or with 
their ear phones in position, he also 
sang, ‘When You and I Were Young 
Maggie,’ a song of questionable mu- 
sical value, and frankly, the kind of 
music I do not like to hear. But what 
a revelation it was, sung slowly, 
clearly and with a wealth of tender- 
ness and deftness of phrasing, not 
the tiniest turn escaping his atten- 
tion. My dislike of this song van- 
ished; it cannot return. John McCor- 
mack sang that song of other days 
with the same beauty that he brings 
to Handel, to Bach, to Elgar, to 
Franck, or any other significant com- 
poser. It is his art that has virtual- 
ly transfigured the machine-made 
ballads that he sang in such profusion 
in the old days, some of which have 
become so closely identified with his 
name. His admirers call for them and 
he sings them. Why not? For as he 
singis them no one else can sing them, 

“His voice has become more dram- 
atic in recent years, developing great- 
ly from the time when he first visited 
the United States as lyric tenor of 
Oscar Hammerstein’s Manhattan Op- 
era House Company, singing in such 
operas as ‘Daughter of the Regiment.’ 
Its natural quality is the most per- 
sonal of any voice I have ever lis- 
tened to. No one could mistake it, 
once having heard it. Silly folk whose 
opinion must always include making 
comparisons used to ask again and 
again if the voice was as fine as that 
of Caruso. And only silly answers 
could be given, unless it were ex- 
plained that only like things might be 
compared. The actual quality of the 
Caruso voice per se was doubtless 
richer than that of the Irish tenor, 
but as an artist I wish to go on 
record that McCormack has through 
his Handel singing alone—the finest 
Handel singing to be heard in the 
world today—contributed more to vo- 
cal art than all the Verdi and Pucci- 
ni singing of the late Enrico Caruso. 
Caruso’s musicality was always open 
to question. John McCormack is as 
interested in fine music as he is in 
fine paintings, or fine violins. And 
his programs today prove it beyond 
any doubt.” 


Success wasn’t exactly handed on 
a silver plate to the gifted Irish lad. 
Rather than an overnight rise to

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FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS 


Conducted By JIM WALSH 
THE RECORD MAKERS GIVE A CONCERT 
IN PULASKI, VIRGINIA, 40 YEARS AGO 


By “Q; X. Z.” 
“Guest conducting” for JIM WALSH 


(Note by Jim Walsh.—I am proud 
to present this month what I think 
is one of the most interesting arti- 
cles ever to appear in Favorite Pio- 
neer Recording Artists. The article 
was submitted by a woman who lived 
as a girl in Pulaski, Virginia, where 
the troupe which became known after- 
ward as the Eight Famous Victor Ar- 
tists gave a concert in April, 1917— 
40 years ago. 


The article came to me as a letter 
in long-hand and was supplemented 
at intervals by other handwritten 
notes jotted down as more facts of 
that long-gone concert by eight fine 
artists, all now dead, surged upward 
in the lady’s memory. This mass of 
material was sent with only one stip- 
ulation—that no clue be given as to 
the writer’s identity, “because,” as 
she put it, “I don’t want the people 
in the place where I live now to 
know I’m old enough to have attend- 
ed a concert 40 years ago.” For rea- 
sons known best to herself, my cor- 
respondent asked that she be given 
the “pen-name” of Q. X. Z. 

I think you will agree that “Q. 
X. Z.” has achieved a near miracu- 
lous feat of almost total recall in 
setting down the details of a mu- 
sical event that occurred consider- 
ably more than half a life’ time ago. 
In an effort to supplement the few 
spots in which her memory has proved 
defective, I went to Pulaski, about 
60 miles from Vinton, where I live, 
and asked for permission to examine 
the Southwest Times’ bound volume 
for 1917. The request was courte- 
ously granted, but I experienced frus- 
tration when I discovered the volume 
contained the files for every month 
except April! I had hoped to find a 
review of the concert, which would 
fill in the gaps in my correspondent’s 
recollection of what happened 40 
years ago, but it was not so to be! 
The only way I can account for the 
omission is by recalling that the 
United States entered the First World 
War in April, 1917, and surmising 
that copies of the paper sold so brisk- 
ly that month none were left for the 
files. But even without the back- 
ground materia] which I had hoped to 
supply, Q. X. Z.’s remarkable arti- 
cle is well able to stand on its own 
feet. 


In addition to editing the manu- 
script and reducing it to chrono- 
logical order, I have also inserted 
some information unknown to Q. X. Z. 
about the artists and their personal- 
ities. I have done this as a part of the 
narrative and have not considered it 
necessary to differentiate my own con- 
tributions from hers. 

_So, with a deep bow of apprecia- 
tion to a lady with a marvelous mem- 
ory, here is Q, X. Z.’s account of the 
events preceding the concert given by 
the Record Makers 40 years ago, and 
of the concert itself). J. W. 


II “You Know These Boys!” 


My dear Mr. Walsh: I have read 
HOBBIES for many years and your 
Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
has always been my favorite depart- 
ment. You have so often mentioned 
your admiration for the singers and 
musicians who became known as the 
Eight Famous Victor Artists and 
have referred so frequently to your 
friendship with some of them in their 
later years that I wonder if you 
would be interested in my recollec- 
tions of a concert which the original: 
group gave in my old home town of 
Pulaski, Virginia, as long ago as 
1917. I still consider the night on 
which I heard those peerless perform- 
ers sing and play to have been the 
greatest event of my life, and most 
of the details of the concert are as 
clear to me as if they had happened 
week before last. In the hope that 
you will be interested I shall set down 
mv memories from time to time and, 
when I have done all the “damage” 
I can do, possibly you will consider 
making a HOBBIES aarticle from 
them, as a tribute to something won- 
derful that happened in the little 
town of Pulaski 40 years ago. 

One afternoon in early spring, 
school being out for the day, I was 
walking down Main street in Pula- 
ski on mv way home. I had just be- 
come 16 the week before and I re- 
member feeling very grown-up. Sud- 
denly T saw a large poster, with blue 
letters on a white background, which 
had been nasted to a wall since the 
last time I had walked alone there. 
As I read that noster, my head al- 
most swam from excitement and I 
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could hardly believe my eyes. It read 
very much like this: 


Look! You Know These Boys! 
They positively appear! 
(Not a moving picture) 

HENRY Burr, tenor 

ARTHUR COLLINS, baritone 

ALBERT CAMPBELL, tenor 

THEODORE MORSE, pianist 

THE STERLING TRIO 

BILLY MurRAy, tenor 

Byron G. HARLAN, tenor 

JOHN H, MEYER, basso 

Vess L. OSSMAN, banjoist 

THE PEERLESS QUARTET 


At the bottom of the poster was 
the statement, in large letters, that 
the “boys” (I thought that an undig- 
nified way of referring to such a 
galaxy of sparkling stars) would ap- 
pear in the Elks Theater at 8 p.m, 
Thursday, April 12, 1917. In much 
smaller type was the statement that 
they were managed by L. C., Mount- 
castle. (Incidentally, when Henry 
Burr became director of the Colum- 
bia Broadeasting System’s Artists 
Bureau in 1929, he took Mountcastle 
with him as his assistant. Burr was 
really the organizer and manager of 
the troupe, and Mountcastle was its 
booking agent). 

I could hardly get home fast enough 
to tell my mother about the wonder- 
ful thing that was going to happen. 
When my father came home from his 
work at the General Chemical plant 
of course we told him, too. About 
half an hour after I dashed in breath- 
less to break the great news, my 
twin 12-year-old brothers came run- 
ning in all excited, We were really 
a phonograph family. The big Bruns- 
wick with the Ultona reproducer that 
played both Pathé and needle cut rec- 
ords, which we had bought from S. 
B. Steger, was almost our family al- 
tar, and all of us regarded the lead- 
ing popular record stars of the day 
as personal friends, virtually mem- 
bers of our home. Of course we had 
our individual preferences among the 
artists. My mother was a bit unhappy 
because her favorite, Ada Jones, was 
not to visit Pulaski, but was consoled 
by the knowledge that the runner-up 
in her affections, Billy Murray, would. 
My father’s favorites were the Col- 
lins and Harlan duet team, but he 
was also extremely fond of Billy 
Murray and the banjo records of Oss- 
man and Fred Van Eps. ; 

As for the twins, both had a fierce 
and unswerving loyalty to Billy, 
whom they considered the funniest 
man in the world, but they also shared 
my father’s love of banjo music. One 
boy insisted Van Eps was better than 
Ossman and pointed triumphantly to 
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the fact that Van Eps had made 
many Pathé records but Ossman 
hadn’t made any. The other twin, 
an Ossman fan, was hilarious at the 
knowledge that Ossman was a mem- 
ber of the troupe that was coming 
to town, and shouted gleefully that 
“ol? Van Eps wasn’t good enough to 
get in!” The other sturdily main- 
tained: “Fred could-a got in if he 
wanted to! He jes’ didn’t want to!” 
The choice of Big Sister—me—was 
first, last and always Henry Burr 
with Albert Campbell second, and 
Murray, third. I was at a very ro- 
mantic stage of my girlhood, when 
I made up all sorts of romances in 
my mind about dream princes and 
that sort of thing, and in my imag- 
ination Henry Burr—tall, slender, 
black-haired, youthful and dashing— 
had long been my “fairy prince.” 
That silvery tenor voice of his did 
amazing things to my emotions and 
I often told myself he was the man 
I was going to grow up and marry. 
I had no idea he was already married 
and his wife usually traveled with 
the troupe. Campbell’s voice also 
stirred my romantic impulses, but, 
beautiful lyric tenor though it was, 
it somehow lacked the heart-stirring 
effects of Burr’s. As for Billy Mur- 
ray, I admired him extravagantly and 
could always laugh at his inimitable 
comic songs, but, like most girls of 
my generation, I preferred sentimen- 
tality in my popular music to humor. 
Father summed up our sentiments 
when he said: “This family’s got to 
go to that show even if we all sit in 
‘peanut heaven’ (the gallery).” “You 
know,” he added soberly, “this is most 
likely the only chance any of us will 
ever get to see these fellows, They’re 
the greatest of their kind in the

world, and I wouldn’t miss it for a 
mint of money!’ 


III Preliminary Advertising 
and Anticipation 

Within a few days an advertise- 
ment that seemed to echo my excited 
father’s comment appeared in the 
Southwest Times. It was headed 
“World’s Greatest Singers To Visit 
Pulaski,” and began something like 
this: “Some of the world’s greatest 
singers will visit Pulaski and appear 
in the Elks Theater on the night of 
April 12. Included are ----- ” then fol- 
lowed a list of the performers and 
a brief description of their outstand- 
ing talents. The ad had the effect 
of increasing my interest in Theodore 
Morse, who was described as one of 
the nation’s foremest writers of pop- 
ular songs, as indeed he was. I ex- 
amined the labels of our hundreds 
of records and found that Mr. Morse 
had written many of the songs I 
liked best. So, although he was not 
a recording artist (he appears to 
have made only one record—a 1918 
Pathé piano duet of “Jazzin’ Around,” 
with Abe Frankel as his partner), 
I was eager to see him. Although I 
understand that the Eight was known 
at that time as the Record Makers— 
later, as the Victor Record Makers

when Victor dealers began to sponsor 
their concerts—I do not recall that 
either the poster cr the newspaper 
advertising referred to them by any 
group name. They became known as 
the Eight Famous Victor Artists 
when they signed an exclusive Vic- 
tor contract in 1920. 


A day or two before the concert, 
the Victor Company inserted an ad 
in the paper, headed something like 
“Famous Victor Artists to Visit Pu- 
laski,” and urging the public to go 
hear them “and learn for yourself 
how the Victrola reproduces their 
singing and playing with absolute 
fidelity.” The ad continued, “Caruso 
(and a long list of other Red Seal 
artists) have no engagement in Pu- 
laski, but through the Victrola you 
can hear them whenever and wher- 
ever you wish.” A list of the Eight’s 
latest Victor records was included (I 
remember Murray’s was “Napoleon” 
and Burr’s “Rolling Stones (They All 
Come Rolling Home Again”) and the 
readers were urged to go to Heuser- 
Patterson’s, Jewelers, and hear them. 


The great day itself came, to the 
mounting excitement of my family, 
although I got the impression the 
rest of Pulaski was able to ‘take the 
event of the ages, as we regarded it, 
in stride. I remember my father’s 
saying he had met Mayor E. W. Cal- 
fee and expressed surprise that so 
famous a group of entertainers would 
play as small a town as Pulaski. Mr. 
Calfee had replied the Pulaski en- 
gagement was primarily to break a 
“jump” from Atlanta to New York, 
where the performers were headed 
for the opening of the Big League 
baseball season, and that the concerts 
were a form of advertising which 
Victor and possibly other phonograph 
companies were subsidizing. 


As I went to school that morning, 
I saw photos of the artists displayed 
on easels in front of the Elks Thea- 
ter. One of the twins told us that 
afternoon, a sly grin on his face, 
that he had walked past and seen the 
pictures unguarded. The temptation 
was strong upon him to take the 


one of Billy Murray, showing that 
happy-go-lucky comedian wearing an 
infectious smile and a big cap. (A 
copy of this photo appeared in the 
October, 1954, HOBBIES). One or 
two people were hanging around the 
entrance, so he decided to walk down 
the street, wait a few minutes, then, 
when the coast was clear, “hook” 
the picture. 
came back, although the other photos 
were still in place, the Murray pic- 
ture was gone, No doubt somebody 
else who madly admired Billy had 
taken the picture. 


As for the other twin, he was at 
the depot that afternoon when the 
eight notables descended from the 
train. He bubblingly told us how 
thrilled he was when he heard a man 
with a deep bass voice (undoubtedly 
John Meyer) point to the Maple 
Shade Inn and ask, “What building 
is that?” He was so carried away 


~ that when I asked him what Henry 


Burr looked like it was clear he had 
no idea which was Burr, and didn’t 
eare. Instead, he scornfully asked: 
“Aw, who gives a durn about that 
ol’ love song guy?”

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evening almost an hour before the 
performance was to begin. As my 
father had jokingly said, we sat in 
“peanut heaven,” having agreed that 
the front row seats, costing 75 cents, 
would let us hear as well as if we 
were in the main body of: the thea- 
ter and give a better view of the 
stage. My father was dressed in his 
“Sunday-go-to-meetin’” suit and I 
thought he looked young and hand- 
some. My mother, also wearing her 
best, surprised me by looking so pret- 
ty and girlish. My parents had mar- 
ried young and were still young peo- 
ple by modern standards, he 38 and 
she only 35, but I had been in the 
habit of thinking of them as hope- 
lessly middle-aged. Out sitting “on 
high” had only one disadvantage. 
Programs weren’t distributed in the 
gailery, and I didn’t think to get one 
as we left the theater. 


I had an impression of the Elks, 
ordinarily a movie house, being more 
attractively decorated than usual, but 
was especially interested in the line- 
up of phonographs on the stage in 
front of the curtain. All the leading 
dealers had placed machines on dis- 
play. The Victrola was exhibited by 
Heuser-Patterson; the Columbia Gra- 
fanola by the Seagle Furniture Com- 
pany; the Brunswick by S. B. Ste- 
ger, and a huge Chippendale Official 
Laboratory Model New Edison stood 
in the center and seemed to dwarf 
the others. It was displayed by the 
Stevens Furniture Company. I was 
proud that our Brunswick at home 
was exactly like the one Mr. Steger 
was displaying and was sure we had 
the best phonograph in the world. 
At that time I had never heard an 
Edison or an Edison record. When 
I did, my idolatry of the Brunswick 
was gone forever. 


One of my father’s fellow General 
Chemical workers came in and sat 
down beside him, and they talked 
while waiting for the curtain to rise. 
Although the United States had de- 
clared war on Germany only six days 
before, I don’t remember hearing 
them mention the fighting in Europe. 
Instead, they talked baseball. The 
General Chemical Company had a 
string of plants throughout the coun- 
try and each plant had its own ball 
team. Father and friend agreed that, 
thanks to Pulaski’s having acquired 
a fine pitcher named Ralph Worrell, 
but always called “Jargo,’’ the home 
team’s prospects were good for win- 
ning the G. C. championship. And, to 
anticipate a few months, Pulaski did 
achieve the amazing feat—as the 
twins never grew tired of recalling— 
of going through the entire 1917 sea- 
son without losing a game and finally 
defeating Bayonne, New Jersey, for 
the championship. Worrell was both 
the pitching and hitting star, batting 
.456 for the season — a percentage 
that the awe-stricken chatter of the 
twins has forever burned into my 
memory. When he was bought by the 
Baltimore Orioles, my brothers were 
sure he would go on to become one 


of the greatest stars in baseball his- 
tory, but an unkind fate stepped in 
and poor “Jargo,” after doing splen- 
didly in his first season with Balti- 
more, died in the flu epidemic of 1918. 

As the time for the concert grew 
nearer, we began to hear the tinkle 
of a piano played by Teddy Morse, 
and the sounds of voices uplifted in 
scraps of practice singing, with the 
deep basso tones of John Meyer be- 
ing especially prominent. One of the 
twins expressed suspicion that “they 
are just goin’ to use records an’ the 
men won’t be here,” but the one who 
had seen them get off of the train 
rebuked him. His suspicions were 
deepened, however, when just after 
the footlights had been turned up, 
there came from behind the curtain 
a chorus of rich male voices singing 
“Carry Me Back To Old Virginny.” 
I was thrilled at the thought that 
they were singing James Bland’s dear 
old song just for us, their only Vir- 
ginia audience, Then the curtain slow- 
ly went up, and we were in the pres- 
ence of, as the ad had said, “some 
of the world’s greatest singers’—the 
Record Makers themselves! 


V A Few Reflections About 
the Troupe 

Before describing the concert, I 
must pause a few moments to re- 
flect on the miracle that for the low 
cost of 75 cents I was privileged to 
see and hear so much remarkable tal- 
ent—in the case of some of the ar- 
tists, genius, might not be too strong 
a word. I can’t imagine that there 
has ever been any other concert unit 
featuring the lighter type of music 
which included so much _ individual 
ability. And it was ability of a spe- 
cialized kind. These men were the 
leading record makers because their 
gifts were exactly adapted to the 
techniques of singing or playing into 
a recording horn. Had Edison not 
invented the phonograph, they aH, 
with the exception of “Teddy” Morse, 
probably would have been at best only 
minor figures in the American mu- 
sical scene. But as recording artists 
they were supreme. 

Then, too, they were such a varied 
group. Consider their backgrounds— 
Billy Murray, born in Philadelphia, 
was the son of an Irish-born black- 
smith. Arthur Collins, also born in 
Philadelphia, had a Quaker sea cap- 
tain for a father. Byron G. Harlan 
was born in a prairie schooner at 
Paris, Kansas, while his parents were 
traveling to South Dakota. John Mey- 
er, of German descent, and born in 
New York City, had traveled with a 
circus band before becoming a sing- 
er, Vess L. Ossman, also of German 
descent, was the son of a baker in 
Hudson, New York. Young Vess made 
his first instrument by placing banjo 
strings on a bushel basket, and went 
on to win a New York championship 
by the time he was 20. Albert Camp- 
bell, a native New Yorker, was Irish 
and had begun his working career 
as an employee of the Corning Glass 
Works. Henry Burr, a Canadian of 
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Scotch-Irish descent, was a “child 
prodigy,” singing with military bands 
at the age of 13. And Theodore 
Morse, from Washington, D. C., was 
an instinctive composer, who could 
read a newly submitted song lyric 
and beat out the tune on a table with 
his fingers, as he did when he wrote 
“Down In Jungle Town” while va- 
cationing in Maine. 

Six members of the troupe would 
be included in almost anybody’s list 
of the 15 or 20 greatest pioneer re- 
corders—Murray, Burr, Collins, Har- 
lan, Campbell and Ossman—and the 
first four would almost automatically 
go into a list of the greatest half 
dozen, with Ada Jones and Len Spen- 
cer, or perhaps Cal Stewart, in place 
of Spencer, taking the other two 
places. 

Some of the artists used their real 
names, while others had modified 
them or, as in the case of Burr, taken 
a new one altogether. His real name 
was Harry McClaskey, and he also 
made records both as McClaskey and 
as Irving Gillette. Albert Campbell’s 
full name was Albert Charles Camp- 
bell, and Collins’ was Arthur Fran- 
cis Collins. Byron G. Harlan was 
christened George Byron Harlan, and 
Vess L. Ossman had begun life as Syl- 
vester Louis Ossman. Billy Murray 
had shortened his original name of 
William Thomas Murray. John Meyer 
was John Henry Meyer, and Morse 
was using his real name. 

If, as the dictionaries say, middle- 
age is the period between 30 and 60, 
then all these performers were mid- 
dle-aged. Henry Burr, the youngest, 
was 85. Billy Murray and John Meyer 
were pushing, but had not quite 
reached, 40. Teddy Morse was 43; 
Albert Campbell, 44; Vess Ossman 
48; Arthur Collins, 53; and Byron 
Harlan, the oldest, 55. 

A curious pattern may be observed 
in the way these men died. Ossman, 
the banjoist, was the first to go in 
1923, followed by Morse, the only 
other instrumentalist, in 1924. There 
was not another death among the 
troupe personnel until 1933, when Col- 
lins died. His partner, Harlan, fol- 
lowed in 1936. Burr died in 1941 and 
his tenor duet partner, Campbell, in 
1947. The sole remaining member of 
the Sterling Trio and the Peerless 
Quartet—Meyer, passed on in 1949; 
and Billy Murray, the last of the 
Hight, in 1954. Morse died of pneu- 
monia; Campbell, Burr and Meyer of 
lingering illnesses, and the others of 
heart attacks. : 

At the time the concert was given, 
all the performers appeared to be 
at their peak, but some were, or soon 
would be in a decline. Murray, Burr, 
and the Trio and Quartet went on 
to increasing popularity for several 
years, but the World War made a 
sharp change in public tastes, and the 
“coon songs” and ragtime numbers 
which Collins and Harlan had sung 
with such great success were soon 
on their way out, to be succeeded by 
jazz. (The first jazz record, by “The 
Original Dixieland Jazz Band,” ap- 
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peared less than a month after the 
concert was given, in the May, 1917 
Victor supplement). After the end of 
1918, Collins and Harlan never made 
another Victor or Columbia record, 
although they continued to sing sev- 
eral years longer for smaller com- 
panies. Ossman, who couldn’t get 
along with Burr and didn’t remafn 
long as a member of the organiza- 
tion, being succeeded by Van Eps, 
had made about all the records he 
was to make, and Morse, though he 
wrote several fairly successful songs 
during the next few years, had al- 
ready composed all his big hits. The 
influence of war and jazz was soon 
to make a drastic change in the Amer- 
ican popular song scene. 

But on that night of April 12, 1917, 
probably not a person in the audience 
had ever heard the word “jazz,” and 
no one had any suspicion of the many 
other changes that were to occur. 

So, having obliged. with this brief 
overture concerning the performers, 
let’s raise the curtain and let the 
concert begin. 

On with the show!

“MC CORMACK MEMORIAL”

fame, McCormack’s was more of a 
steady, secure climb to glory on a 
ladder of faith, hard work and de- 
termination. Born in Athlone, on 
June 14, 1884, at the age of eighteen 
and without a lesson in singing, 
John won a gold medal at the Feis 
Ceoil, the yearly music festival in 
Dublin. Shortly after, in 1904, he was 
engaged to sing in the Irish Village 
at the St. Louis Exposition. By this 
time his ambition was to take up 
singing seriously. Recommended to 
Vincenzo Sabatini, in Milan, he was 
readily accepted by the Maestro. Dur- 
ing this period his recording career 
began when on a visit to London he 
made eight cylinders for Edison and, 
later, ten for the Edison Bell. These 
were followed by his G&T’s, Ster-- 
ling “Special” cylinders, Pathé’s, Ode- 
on’s, and, finally, Victor’s and HMV’s. 
In December 1905, McCormack made 
his operatic début in “L’Amico Fritz,” 
in Savona, a little town near Genoa. 
Well received, he was engaged to do 
ten performances of “Faust” at the 
Teatro Verdi, in Santa Croce sull’- 
Arno. Here, by the way, he was 
known as Giovanni Fali (an Italian 
adaptation of Foley, Countess McCor- 
mack’s maiden name) because of the 
difficulty for the Italians to pronounce 
his Irish surname. From there on, 
outlining sketchily John’s career: On 
Oct. 15, 1907, he first appeared at the 
Covent Garden, as Turiddu in “Caval- 
leria Rusticana.” During 1909: in 
the spring he bowed at the San Carlo 
in Naples, as the Duke in Rigoletto; 
went back to Covent Garden for “La 
Bohéme” with Melba, “La Traviata” 


with Tetrazzini and Sammarco, an 
appearance as Cassio in “Otello” 
with Melba, Zenatello and Scotti; and 
then on to New York for the open- 
ing of the Manhattan Opera season 
on November 10, in “La Traviata,” 
again with his colleagues Tetrazzini 
and Sammarco. In the course of the 
1910-11 season, he sang with the Bos- 
ton Opera: in “Cavalleria” (Dec. 2) 
with Carmen Melis, “La Bohéme” 
(Dec. 3) with Alice Nielsen, another 
“Bohéme” (Dec 15) with Melba and 
Sammarco; and with the Chicago Op- 
era, of which he also made part later, 
in the 1915-16, 1917-18 and 1918-19 
seasons. His début at the Metropolitan 
took place on November 29, 1910, in 
“La Traviata” with Melba and Galef- 
fi. There his name re-appeared in the 
roster from 1912 to 1914 and, again, 
from 1917 to 1919, when he did “La 
Bohéme” (Nov. 16, 1917) with Alda, 
De Luca, Didur and de Segurola, and 
“Madame Butterfly’ (Feb. 4, 1918) 
with Farrar, Fornia and Scotti. Mean- 
while, in 1911, he visited Australia 
with Melba’s own operatic company. 
Also, that same year, McCormack be- 
came a member of the newly-formed 
Chicago-Philadelphia Opera (former- 
ly Manhattan Opera but no longer 
under Hammerstein), where he had 
the distinction of creating the part 
of Lieutenant Paul Merrill in Victor 
Herbert’s “Natoma,” with Mary Gar- 
den, Lillian Grenville, Mario Sam- 
marco, Armand Crabbé, Gustave Hu- 
berdeau and Hector Dufranne in the 
cast. Aside from the above operas, 
his repertoire also included leading 
tenor roles in “Lucia di Lammer- 
moor,’ “Tosca,” “Don Giovanni” and 
“La Fille du Régiment,” among oth- 
ers. 

Numerous were the honors con- 
ferred upon John McCormack during 
his brilliant career, but it was when 
he was made Papal Count that his 
devout Catholic heart was gladdened 
beyond words. After he died in Dub- 
lin, on September 16, 1945, John was 
buried, as he wished, in the resplen- 
dent scarlet and gold Papal uniform. 
of which he was so infinitely and 
humbly proud. 

As McCormack’s operatic activities 
lessened, his work in recital increas- 
ingly absorbed his interest, until he 
completely dedicated himself to the 
concert stage and, luckily for us, to 
making records. Of the many discs 
he made for Victor and HMV, a num- 
ber for some reason remained unpub- 
lished. Amazingly enough, some of 
these escaped destruction and are now 
being presented in the AGS “McCor- 
mack Memorial” issue, along with 
several of his most sought-after discs. 
And what better way is there to 
honor the memory of one as dearly 
loved as John McCormack? Here we 
find him oozing youthful liquid gold 
in his acousticals, and follow his vo- 
cal development progressively in the 
electricals, up to the age 58. The 
smoothly carved, cameo-like phras- 
ing for which he was justly famed 
is displayed to the best advantage in 
two Donaudy songs, and in the Lieder 
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of Schumann, Schubert and Brahms. 
To me it is always a gratifying expe- 
rience to hear him in Art Songs, for 
while retaining the needed sever.ty of 
line, he invests them with a warmth of 
color, a “bite” they are often robbed 
of by an erroneously conceived “clas- 
sical” handling which forgets that 
they are musical pictures in the high- 
est degree and must be interpreted as 
such, Of the electricals, particularly 
impressive are “The Little Boats,” 
“The Dawn Will Break,’ ‘Passing 
By,” “Charm Me Asleep,” “When I 
Awake,” “The Blind Ploughman,” 
“At the Mid Hour of Night,” “An 
Chloe,” “Under the Spell of the Rose” 
and “Fallen Leaf.” In most of the 
electrical recordings the tenor’s voice 
is fresh and lustrous; a few of the 
later ones betray his age but reveal 
how well he knew and practiced what 
every aging singer should always 
bear in mind, i.e., stricter application 
than ever of “the school” when vo- 
cal limitations arise; but in all discs 
without exception—he is the one and 
only John McCormack! 





ANNIVERSARY RECORDS 


In 1946 the Bornand Music Box 
Company of 139 4th Ave., Pelham, 
N. Y., began making their first pho- 
nograph recordings of old music box 
tunes. As the demand for these has 
grown the company has continued to 
improve them. For the tenth an- 
niversary of the first recordings 
they have published some High Fi- 
delity 3314 Microgroove recordings 
of Christmas songs, old waltzes, folk 
songs, children’s songs and others. 
They also have 78 rpm and 45 rpm 
recordings. We recently had the 
pleasure of hearing “Music Box 
Waltz Melodies.” This disc has a 
total of 26 old waltz tunes which 
adds up to 45 minutes of delightful 
music. If these recordings don’t 
bring back the old music boxes we 
don’t know what will. Some of the 
tunes on this recording are: ' Merry 
Widow Waltz, On a Sunday, After- 
noon, After the Ball, Skaters’ Waltz, 
Edelweiss Glide and many other po- 
pular songs of an earlier era. The 
music comes from two Swiss cylinder 
music boxes and four of the disc 
music boxes including the 20 disc 
Regina. 

Perhaps it is poetic justice that the 
invention of the phonograph by Thom- 
as A. Edison which caused the eclipse 
of the music box in the early part of 
this century may be the means of 
causing renewed interest in these fine 
old instruments,

Mona Lisa “Speaks” Again!

In the Art World the year of 1956 
closed with an unexpected resound- 
ing bang. It occurred the last Sun- 
day, at Paris in a gallery of the 
Louvre Museum. There, a_ sudden, 
sharp revolver-like report was fol- 
lowed by the tinkle of splintering 
glass as a stone fell to the floor after 
being hurled against a priceless pic- 
ture. 

Immediately guards seized the stone 
thrower, a middle aged, unobtrusive 
man from South America. His ex- 
planation only added more mystery 
to a situation enveloped in mist for 
centuries. 

Like another shot heard around the 
world, the splintering glass reverber- 
ated significantly as word flashed 
across the hemisphere of this at- 
tempt to sabotage one of the world’s 
foremost paintings, the strangely 


smiling “Mona Lisa” by the Italian 
master of many talents, Leonardo da 
Vinci, 1452-1519. 

Art enthusiasts, critics and tour- 
ists spontaneously exclaimed “Incred- 
ible!” Then warily added, “But-—the 
legend !”? 

For, besides remaining an unparal- 
leled masterpiece, this early 16th cen- 
tury Renaissance portrait has a 
unique history including an amazing 
legend emphasized by the recent sabo- 
tage attempt.

gineer, astronomer, botanist, geolo- 
gist, anatomist, writer and inventor. 
Centuries before other men devised 
and developed the airplane, para- 
chute and air conditioning unit, Leo- 
nardo had these and other modern 
scientific inventions laid out on his 
drawing board. History has told of 
no man gifted in the same degree as 
Leonardo was in both the arts and 
sciences, and few men have combined 
them so successfully, 

The old legend relates Mona Lisa 
herself refuses to let her picture be- 
come neglected or forgotten, although 
for centuries it has been visited by 
countless millions, legions have seen 
reproductions, and it has inspired out- 
standing works in music, drama, 
prose and poetry. Nevertheless, Mona 
Lisa strives to hold the public spot- 
light continuously and with little 
competition, even from Helen of Troy. 
For a likeness of the original “face 
that launched a thousand ships” and 
caused a ten year war does not exist. 

The legend continues when public 
interest in the picture wanes, Mona 
Lisa “speaks” through the painting 
becoming involved in some news-pro- 
voking incident; some have been ex- 
traordinary. Paradoxically, this fan- 
tastic supposition that a woman dead 
for over 400 years may still influence 
a picture is not without foundation. 
It leans heavily on history and an 
old birth superstition, 

The legend began after Leonardo’s 
last patron, Francis I, King of 
France, purchasing the portrait for 
four thousand gold florins, placed it 
in his new Louvre Museum, which 
opened in 1541. Later, colors in part 
of the picture suddenly changed—in 
the background. 

For the picture portrays the ro- 
bust, placid, watchful lady resting 
against a romantic distant landscape, 
an innovation introduced by Leonar- 
do. This consists of rough stretches 
of plains broken by zigzag paths and 
winding streamlets from which arise 
swaths of mist drifting between steep 
mountains to form a rim of Alps at 
the skyline. 

These landscape colors changed 
abruptly. Red became a violet blue, 
yellow turned into green, blue passed 
into dull gray, and the over-all fin- 
ish of clear, transparent varnish ac- 
quired a yellow tinge, Oddly, as if 
by pre-arrangement, these new colors 
blended harmoniously enhancing the 
picture by contrasting the figure of 
Mona Lisa in sharper silhouette with 
a three-dimensional effect. But the 
colors of Mona Lisa remained the 
same! , 

This metamorphosis was attrib- 
uted to poor grade pigments as Leo- 
nardo pioneered the use of oil paints; 
those from, his palette were primitive. 
But there was no answer to why 
Mona Lisa’s colors continued un- 
changed! 

Widely discussed, this mystery 
started the legend that Mona Lisa 
herself was “possessed” of magic 
power and her “spirit”? controlled the

The Woodpecker Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





A bank whose appearance and size are more or less 
unattractive but whose mechanism and operation are 
of particular interest is our choice as No. 54 in our nu- 
merical classification of mechanical banks. This bank, the 
Woodpecker Bank, is rather large in size since it is 12 
inches high and appearance-wise it is inclined to look 
rather box-like. Actually the bank represents a bird house 
made of birch bark and its proportions are about the 
same as those of an actual bird house, hence its rather 
large size as compared to the other mechanical banks. 

To the best of the writer’s knowledge there is, as yet, 
no known factual background concerning the Woodpecker 
Bank. From some angles it has indications of a foreign 
manufacture, possibly Germany, The music box, shown 
in the picture, is obviously Swiss, however, this is of no 
help in ascertaining the origin of the bank. It may have 
been made in England or France, or possibly the United 
States. There are no markings of any kind that would 
help to identify it. There is a number stamped in the 
underside of the base. The banks were apparently num- 
bered in sequence as a specimen belonging to another 
collector has a different number on the underside. 

The bank was obtained by the writer through the good 
help of Mrs. Rose Arnold of Chicago, Ill. It had been 
in her family for some 50 years and had originally been: 
given to her brother by a family friend. As Mrs. Arnold 
recalls the bank was not new when given to her brother 
and to the best of her memory it was some 10 to 15 
years old at the time. This would establish the bank as 
being made during the period of the 1890’s. Unfortu- 
nately Mrs. Arnold had no other information as to where 
the bank originated or any other pertinent facts, It is of 
interest to note that Mrs. Arnold informed the writer 
that they had always called the bank the Crow Bank. 


Two pictures of the bank are shown, one with the 
mechanism exposed, as the working parts are unusual 
and ‘quite different than any of the other mechanical 
banks, To operate the bank a coin is placed on the end 
of the perch as shown in the one picture. At this point 
the bird’s head cannot be seen as it is inside of the bank. 
The operator then turns the crank clockwise and the 
music box starts playing a tune. As the operator con- 
tinues to turn the crank the bird’s head very slowly 
emerges from the opening accompanied by the music. 
The bird then grasps the coin in its beak as shown in 
the picture. Then the bird very deliberately taps the 
coin on the perch three times, after the third tap the 
bird snaps back into the house with a bang dropping 
the coin inside the bank. 'The coin drops through a ta- 
pered slot into the coin drawer. This drawer is shown 
partially open in the picture showing the inside of the 
bank. The music plays during the entire operation and 
stops right after the woodpecker pops inside the bank 
with the coin. 

The bank is not particularly colorful as the entire 
outside of the bird house is painted to resemble birch 
bark. The back part of the door is painted the same 
way and the inside of the house is cream color. The 
bird head is black and brown with a yellow beak and 
the eyes are realistic glass eyes. The perch is painted 
brown. 

The entire structure of the bank is made of a rather 
heavy sheet iron type of material. This is reinforced 
around the roof and base by heavy wire inserted in 
the rolled over edges. The gears and works of the bank 
are made of brass as is the head of the bird. The head 
is a finely made two-part stamping. The entire front of 
the house is hinged like a door and this locks in place 
with the key shown. Even the crank is original, and 
this is nickle plated with a porcelain knob. 

Perhaps an explanation is in order on the writer’s 
part concerning the Woodpecker Bank. There had exist- 
ed a certain amount of uncertainty as to whether or 
not the bank was a commercially produced item to be 
sold to the trade and thus an authentic mechanical bank. 
The two known existing specimens, found some 20 odd 
years ago, were not available for inspection. This was 
the case until last year when the third known Wood- 
pecker Bank turned up in Philadelphia, and right after 
this the writer was fortunate enough to obtain his spe- 
cimen. It’s rather unusual, but to the best of the writer’s 
knowledge, there were no specimens of this bank found 
during the above mentioned 20 odd year period. In any 
event, there is no question in the writer’s mind, after 
thorough inspection, that the Woodpecker Bank was a 
commercially produced item and thus an authentic me- 
chanical bank. Let us hope that at some future date 
information will turn up establishing the actual origin 
of this interesting bank.

associated with this king and his 
large and intricately related family 
include several portraits of his son 
and successor, Akhenaten, the “Here- 
tic King” who worshipped one god, 
and a sculpture of Tut-ankh-Anuh 
whose fabulously rich tomb was dis- 
covered in 1922 by Lord Carnarvon. 


Known as “Amun-hotpe, the Mag- 
nificent” because of the luxury and 
splendor of his court, he ruled during 
the 18th Dynasty when Egypt was 
at the height of her supremacy as 
the world’s largest, richest and most 
powerful empire. 

Exhibited with two sculptures of 
the king is a precious fragment of a 
head in yellow jasper of his wife, 
the extraordinarily beautiful Queen 
Teye. Among the pieces displayed in 
this case are an elegant cedarwood 
shawabty-figure, embellished with 
gold leaf, of Teye’s father, Yuya, and 
three plaques of finely carved carne- 
lian from bracelets which belonged 
to the queen. 

There are also two commemorative 
scarabs, one recording the marriage 
of Amun-hotpe and Teye and the 
boundaries of the Egyptian Empire 
and another boasting that in the first 
ten years of his reign the king had 
“brought in by his own shooting, 102 
fierce lions.” 

In the second case is a portrait of 
Akhenaten, generally considered to 
be the finest existing representation 
of this king. Son of Amun-hotpe and 
Teye, Akhenaten moved the capitol 
of Egypt from Thebes to el Amarna, 
a new city which has given its name 
to the age in which he and his im- 
mediate successors lived. In his pre-~ 
occupation with his personal religion, 
whick recognized only Aten, the sun’s 
disk, as a god, Akhenaten allowed the 
empire created by his fathers to fall 
to pieces, 

Akhenaten’s Queen was the beau- 
tiful Nefretity, of whom there is a 
well-known painted limestone bust in 
Berlin. The exhibition includes a 
small sculptor’s model in sandstone of 
Nefretity, displayed with the portraits 
of her husband. 

Handsome portrait sculptures are 
shown of two of Nefretity’s daugh- 
ters, the princesses Meryet-Aten and 
Ankhes-en-pa-Aten. The discovery of 
the exquisite little head of princess 
Ankhes-en-pa-Aten was noted in Ma- 
ry Chubb’s book, Nefretity Lived 
Here, as the “crowning moment” in 
the life of the excavators at Tell el 
Amarna in 1931. 

Among the toys from the royal 
nursery are an ivory hound with a 
movable jaw, a tiny bronze puppy and 
a miniature gold jar. An ivory paint 
box bears the name of Meket-Aten. 
It was given by Akhenaten to his 
“own dear daughter,” the greatly- 
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loved second princess who died while 
she was still very young. 

The newly-acquired portrait of Am- 
unhotpe III and the sculptures of the 
princesses Meryet-Aten and Ankhes- 
en-pa-Aten are published in the Feb 
ruary issue of The Metropolitan Mu- 
seum Bulletin in two articles, by No- 
ra Scott, Research Associate in the 
Department of Egyptian Art, and by 
Cyril Aldred, Assistant Keeper, The 
Royal Scottish Museum, Edinburgh. 

The Metropolitan Museum has an 
exceptionally fine and comprehensive 
collection of objects that can be di- 
rectly associated with Amun-hotpe III 
and his family—from the colossal sta- 
tues of the king himself in the Great 
Hall to the small treasures assembled 
for this temporary exhibition. Other 
objects of the Amarna age may be 
seen in the Sixth and Tenth Egyp- 
tian Rooms at the Museum.

picture. Accordingly, people flocked 
to see it; and, considering it a lucky 
talisman, ran their fingers over the 
figure, wearing away the varnish 
and dulling the radiant pink skin. 

Thus, the world began asking: who 
was Mona Lisa—some unknown He- 
len or Cassandra that captivated 
Leonardo? 

Did he meet her when official paint- 
er at two of Europe’s most glitter- 
ing and colorful courts? Then Leonar- 
do had painted only the prominent, 
usually his noble born patrons, their 
families and favorites. 

The answer was startling. 

Mona Lisa was a nobody, the home- 
ly, dowerless daughter of a respect- 
able Florentine Bourgeois, Antonio 
Maria di Noldo Gherardini. Her 
name, “Madonna Lisa” was abbre- 
viated to Mona Lisa. Eventually she 
married a rich middle class Floren- 
tine merchant, twenty years older and 
twice a widower, Francesco del Gio- 
condo, and so, is sometimes called “La 
Gioconda.” The couple’s only child, 
a daughter, died, after which, accord- 
ing to tradition, Mona Lisa became 
habitually sad, 

Moreover, Mona Lisa was not con- 
sidered beautiful. Renaissance reign- 
ing beauties were fragile, very thin 
with girlish, ethereal faces on long, 
slender necks and slim shoulders 
about to collapse under the elaborate, 
heavy gowns and jewels. In contrast, 
Mona Lisa was stolid, well uphol- 
stered and fully developed with a 
mature, commonplace face denoting 
a commonplace background. Her im- 
perturable calm suggested a dull, lei- 
surely existence without any incen- 


tive. She was content—and bored, 
perhaps. 
Leonardo, too, was bored when 


Mona Lisa’s husband commissioned 
the portrait—and at a time when he 
needed gold florins in spite of already 
being renowned for his madonnas and 
his monumental masterpiece, “The 
Last Supper.” Then fifty, but much 
older in spirit, Leonardo was weary 
of painting. However, the “dead pan,” 
listless lady of leisure was challeng- 
ing. 

This 24-year-old housewife defied 
Leonardo’s basic principles which he 
wrote in his notebook saying, ‘“‘A good 
painter has two chief objects to paint 
—man and the intention of his soul. 
The former is easy, the latter 
MATOS 6.2" 

To awaken, capture and vitalize the 
intention of Mona Lisa’s soul the ar- 
tist employed methods he had never 
used before—and which bolster the 
legend. He created atmosphere keyed 
to his dreamy, romantic background 
of fast fading day with pale filtered 
light and the soft shadows of a dif- 
fused blue twilight. 

Skilled dramatic readers and ac- 
complished musicians were hired to 
recite great poetry and play weird, 
celestial-like music on novei instru- 





ments constructed by Leonardo. Then 
amidst this setting he painted. And, 
as Mona Lisa listened, her mood of 
boredom changed to interest and en- 
joyment, gradually culminating in an 
enchantment that ripened into the 
rapt expression—the mysterious smile 
that still delights and disturbs. 

Another factor on which the legend 
leans is the unusual length of time 
Leonardo took to paint the picture, 
over seven years. Mona Lisa was 
nearly thirty when she last sat for 
the portrait, and afterwards the ar- 
tist continued painting it, usually at 
the end of the day upon finishing oth- 
er work. Fascinated, he painted per- 
sistently letting other commissions 
wait and even took the portrait with 
him when traveling. 

Biographers conclude he took so 
long because he was struggling to 
embody his own soul in the picture. 
For in his “Treatise on Painting,” 
Leonardo discussing interpretation of 
a subject, especially a model, pointed 
out the artist’s soul strongly influ- 
ences the portrayal, 

Concerning the artist’s soul he 
wrote, “it guides the painter’s arm 
and makes him reproduce himself, 
since it appears to the soul that this 
is the best way to represent a human 
being. . . . And if the soul finds a 
being that resembles the body which 
it has built for itself, it finds that 
figure so pleasing that it falls in love 
with it.” 

But in their study of Leonardo’s 
writings and history, biographers 
have never found the slightest au- 
thentic hint that Leonardo actually 
loved the living, physical Mona Lisa. 
Her appeal was only as a symbol 
and medium for immortalizing the 
artist’s own soul on canvas; his love 
was exclusively for the picture. 

However, the legend reveals why 
of all the models he painted—and 
could command—Leonardo chose such 
a personality as the bourgeois Mona 
Lisa. It is explained according to an 
ancient birth belief widely accepted in 
Europe since early times. 

This is the superstition that a per- 
son born with a caul possesses great 
psychic powers that not only continue 
after death but during life enable the 
person to peer into the future like 
a crystal gazer. Also, at times, per- 
sons of such births are attracted to 
one another or brought together 
through this psychic or spiritual link, 
although they are often unaware of 
the cause. 

For many never know they were 
born with a caul, an extra hood or 
cap of membrane around the head of 
a baby at birth and which was soon 
removed, Sometimes called a “holy 
or lucky hood” it was considered an 
omen of good luck, and in the Mid- 
dle Ages was preserved as a protec- 
tion against drowning and other ca- 
tastrophes; also, it inspired a new 
fashion in ladies’ caps, “The Caul.” 

The legend proposes that Leonardo 
and Mona Lisa were born with cauls 
as well as those persons who have 
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participated in the incidents that 
have focused the news spotlight on 
the portrait from time to time through 
the centuries. Specifically, Mona Lisa 
“speaks” by attracting a caul born 
person and spurring him into action. 

Nothing is known about Mona Li- 
sa’s birth and little about Leonardo’s 
arrival; mainly, near Florence in the 
village of Vinci he was born out of 
wedlock to a peasant woman and a 
village notary. Soon after, the par- 
ents separated. Leonardo took the 
name of Vinci and grew up in his 
father’s home under the care of four 
successive stepmothers and their nu- 
merous children. 

Likewise, no birth details are 
known about those who have attempt- 
ed to sabotage or steal the Mona Lisa. 
When apprehended they appeared un- 
der a spell and their explanations 
have been vague and meaningless as 
the recent South American. Paris po- 
lice quoted one as saying, “I had a 
stone in my pocket and suddenly the 
idea, of throwing it came to my mind.” 
This accents the old cliché that Mona 
Lisa either captivates or fascinates 
to a frenzy. 

In 1911 an artist copying the Mona 
Lisa became so entranced by her that 
he caused a world sensation by deftly 
cutting the picture from the frame 
and vanishing with it for years. 
Eventually a Canadian woman tour- 
ing England found the canvas rolled 
up inside an umbrella; this led to 
the artist and he was arrested and 
sentenced to prison, A few years ago 
another attempt to cut the picture 
from the frame was thwarted. Then 
a glass was placed over the picture. 
And no treasure in the Louvre is 
more zealously watched, for to Pari- 
sians, Mona Lisa is as integral a 
part of the French capitol as the 
Eiffel Tower and Notre Dame Ca- 
thedral. 

And while skeptics smile at the 
caul superstition, history records re- 
liable, preven instances of unusual 
happenings involving caul born peo- 
ple. A modern incident, published in 
1938, gave a first hand account by 
a vigorous skeptic who was caul 
born, James Henry Duveen, the in- 
ternational art connoisseur and deal- 


er. 

In his professional memoirs he re- 
lated in detail the rapport between 
himself and another caul born per- 
son, a Russian princess married to 
an Italian professor. Oddly, this in- 
cident revolved around a 16th cen- 
tury rare Rennaissance plate concern- 
ing a romantic and tragic episode in 
the de Medici family; more startling 
than the Princess’ vision of the past, 
was her prediction of what would 
happen to the plate while in Duveen’s 
possession, and, in time it happened. 

But when Mona Lisa will “speak” 
again is anyone’s guess.

The Cruciform Watch 
(See Cover)

Relatively little has been written 
on the subject of watches shaped in 
the form of a cross, and it seems to 
be an appropriate topic for consid- 
eration in this Easter. issue. In the 
past it has been generally assumed 
by collectors and horological scholars 
that cruciform watches were de- 
Signed because they were made for 
the exclusive use of prelates and ec- 
clesiastical personages. However, this 
was not necessarily true. 

One of the first horological his- 
torians to consider the origin and 
purpose of cross-shaped watches was 
Pierre Dubois in his description of 
the Prince Soltykoff collection, which 
was published in Paris in 1849, In 
describing some cruciform watches in 
this notable collection, Dubois stated 
that a large number of these unusual 
timepieces bore the signature of 
Myrmecide of Paris, who worked dur- 
ing the early 16th Century and whom 
he believed probably originated this 
shape of watch. Cruciform watches 
were most popular in France from 
the reign of Francis I to the time 
of Louis XIV. According to Dubois, 
watches of the later period Jacked 
the graceful qualities of the earlier 
examples and for the most part they 
were heavy in design, poorly en- 
graved, and reflected the degeneration 
of the arts that followed the end of 
the Renaissance. Dubois went on to 
extol the graceful form and superior 
qualities of the earlier examples of 
“the small watches in the form of a 


Latin cross, which the abbesses and 
prelates wore during the course of 
the 16th Century.” 

Dubois’s attribution of these time- 
pieces for the exclusive use of ec- 
clesiastical personages remained un- 
questioned for a full century, and 
other writers accepted his statement. 
Then, exactly one hundred years la- 
ter, this and other statements made 
by Dubois were taken to task in a 
book entitled L’Horlogerie Ancienne 
by Edouard Gelis (Paris: Librairie 
Griind, 1949). Monsieur Gelis was a 
noted horologist and dealer in anti- 
quarian horology for many decades, 
and his book is considered to be 
among the most scholarly works on 
the subject of watches of the pres- 
ent era. 

Gelis explained how the writers 
that followed Dubois were undoubt- 
edly seduced by the picturesque qual- 
ity of the term by which he described 
cruciform watches, and how they 
helped to establish it as a standard 
phrase. However, it is a matter of 
record that abbesses and superiors 
of every religious order were prohib- 
ited by the rules of their orders to 
possess and/or display jewelry in any 
form with the exception of their pec- 
toral cross. 
cance, the pectoral cross could never 
be profaned by the inclusion of any 
secular object, such as a timepiece 
would be. As a consequence, cruci- 
form watches could not have been 
originally designed to be worn ex- 


Because of its signifi-, 
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clusively by ecclesiastical personages, 
but could be and were worn by lay- 
men as well, 

There was relatively little change 
in the development of the cruciform 
watch during the era in which they 
were popular. The cases were con- 
structed of gold, silver or gilt metal. 
The dial face was generally visible 
through a top cover fashioned from 
rock crystal, often faceted and fit- 
ted into a metal frame hinged at 
the top of the case, The dial was 
invariably small with the twelve nu- 
merals indicated by a single hand 
and the dial plate was usually en- 
graved, of a contrasting metal, and 
in later watches made of enamel. The 
verge movement was of fine work- 
manship. The decoration of the case 
was ordinarily religious in motif, in 
keeping with the shape of the watch. 
It was customary to engrave scenes 
of the Crucifixion on the top and 
sides, and sometimes the symbols as- 
sociated with the Crucifixion were 
employed instead. Floral or other 
forms of decoration are found only 
rarely. 

Figure 1 illustrates a particularly 
fine example probably made in France 
in the 16th Century, with a silver 
case and rock crystal cover. 

Figure 2 is a masterpiece of French 
workmanship of the 17th Century, 
with a rock crystal cover and featur- 


ing enamelling decoration. It is signed 
by Charles Bobinet of Paris, one of 
the finest watchmakers of his time 
who worked during the mid-17th Cen- 
tury. 

Figure 3 is an excellent example 
of Swiss watchmaking of the early 
17th Century, signed by Antoine Ar- 
laud, a Protestant refugee from the 
Auvergne who settled in Geneva in 
about 1617. 

Figure 4 is a silver timepiece of 
Swiss workmanship of the first half 
of the 17th Century and the maker 
may have been Jean Cusin of Geneva. 
These four watches are part of the 
collection of the Metropolitan Muse- 
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um of Art in New York, and are illus- 
trated by permission. 

The cover of this issue pictures a 
cruciform watch of which another 
type, The watch case is of fire gilt 
framed in silver and with rock crys- 
tal covers for the front and back. 
The case is decorated in colored enam-

These spoons tell the storp of Ha- 
waii itself. They portray scenes from 
the every day life of the ancient 
Hawaiians. They show the fruits and 
the flowers of the Islands, They re- 
cord the charming customs which 
have woven so magic a spell for 
visitors to this “Paradise of the Paci- 
fic. 

Many of these spoons were made 
by the H. F. Wichman Company. This 
famous jewelry concern has been in 
business almost three quarters of a 
century and has made souvenir spoons 
most of its lifetime. 

Many of these spoons are from the 
old coin silver, with bowls shaped 
from Hawaiian coins minted during 
the reign of “the Merry Minarch,” 
Kalakaua I, who was crowned king 
of Hawaii in 1883. 


THE CRUCIFORM WATCH 
(Continued from page 43) 


Figures 6 and 7 depict two views 
of another late cruciform watch, 
made in Paris in the first decades of 
the 19th Century. The silver case is 
engraved with Gothic leaf and vine 
motifs and the monogram of the Ma- 
donna in the form of an interlaced 
“M. V.” is featured on the hinged 
cover of the dial. The movement has 
a ruby cylinder escapement and the 
backplate is signed “Ch. Oudin Her. 
De N.S.P. Le Pape/Paris” which is 
translated as “Charles Oudin, Watch- 
maker of Our Holy Father the Pope/ 
Paris.” Charles Oudin worked for 
some years first as a pupil and later 
as a skilled watchmaker jin the firm 
of the celebrated Abram-Louis Bre- 
guet, who considered him to be among 
the top ranking of his craftsmen. 
In about 1800 Oudin left Breguet 
to establish his own firm at the Pa- 
lais Royal in Paris, and he worked in 
conjunction with his father-in-law, 
Basile Charles LeRoy, clockmaker to 
Napoleon and other members of the 
Bonaparte family, This Oudin cruci- 
form watch, which is in the collec- 
tion of this writer, was the subject 
of a comprehensive article by Prof. 
Alfred Chapuis which appeared in 
La Suisse Horlogere (August 1953) 
and which was later reprinted in the 
Bulletin of the National Association 
of Watch and Clock Collectors (Feb- 
ruary 1954). 

Although a number of cruciform 
watches may have been made to or- 
der for presentation to ecclesiastical 
personages, or may have, in fact, been 
ordered directly by prelates and 
princes of the Church, there is no 
doubt that for the most part they 
were originally produced for the lay- 
man, be he royal patron or wealthy 
burgher. Whichever the case may 
have been, the fact remains that a 
cruciform watch is one of the great 
prizes of watch collecting, and exam- 
ples are rarely to be found. 
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Old Vehicles 
Large Wheeled Vehicles 


Many vehicles he hath dispatched. 


Many inventions completely dis- 
appear, unless some interested per- 
son either writes his book, or an ar- 
ticle. This was the case with Mr. 
Moore’s large-wheel vehicles in Lon- 
don in the year 1771.

Mr. Moore was not a famous man, 
but he had the honor of showing Lon- 
don just how a large-wheeled vehicle 
—— move more easily over the 
road.

A Journal of 1771 says: “On Sat- 
urday evening, Mr. Moore’s new con- 
structed coach, which is very large 
and roomy, and is drawn by one 
horse, carried six persons and the 
driver, with amazing ease from 
Cheapside to the top of Highgate Hill. 
It came back at the rate of 10 miles 
per hour, passing coaches and four, 
and all other carriages it came near 
on the road.”

Still another historian describes 
this vehicle as follows: “Mr. Moore 
has hung the body, which is like that 
of a common coach reversed, between 
two large wheels, 9 feet and % in 
diameter, and draws it with a horse 
in shafts. The passengers sit side- 
ways within, and the driver is placed 
upon the top of the coach.” 


—O— 


On one trip to Richmond with five 
of his friends, Mr. Moore was pre- 
sented to George III, who commend- 
ed his invention. 

Records show that on July 19, 1771, 
he experimented with a two-wheeled 
cart, drawn by two horses, which car- 
ried 26 sacks of coal from Mr. De 
Paiba’s wharf in Thames Street, to 
his own house in Cheapside, and made 
four trips. 


—_—o— 


Still another record shows: “Mr. 
Moore’s new invented coal-carriage., 
the wheels of which are 15 feet high 
passed through the streets attended 
by a great concourse of people. Two 
horses abreast drew two chaldrons 
and two sacks of coal with more ease 
and expedition than the common carts 
do one chaldron with three horses at 
length.” 


—King John, Act 5 


The coal-carriage was in another 
record tried out on Friday evening, 
with 31 sacks, making two chaldrons 
and one-half, drawn by two horses 
only to the foot of Holborn Hill, where 
a third was put to it to help them 
up the hill.”

They performed this with as much 
ease as one chaldron is commonly 
done by three horses.

Toward the end of the year, 1771, 
records cease to appear, and Mr. 
Moore passed into the realm of for- 
gotten inventors,

The Lure of Beautiful Bells 


My bell collection started in a pecu- 
liar way. In 1937 the’ Tubercutosis 
Christmas seals showed a gay bell 
ringer with his bell. At the annual 
meeting of the Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion in Milwaukee, we were advised 
to find out the oldest bells in our com- 
munities and put articles avout them 
in our local papers as an introduc- 
tion to the seal sale. 

That fall I traveled around the Up- 
per Peninsula of Michigan getting 
the inscriptions and histories of the 
old bells in schools and church tow- 
ers. People were keen to tell me 
their stories. It is not always easy 
to climb church towers, but the tales 
of the bells were fascinating. Those 
trips were well worthwhile, 

But my friends were much amused, 
and they began to bring me small 
bells of all descriptions. 

I woke up to the fact that there 
were also many interesting stories 
about little bells. Some of my plain- 
est bells have the longest life his- 
tories. Some of the histories have

taken a long time to dig out, but it 
has been most satisfying work. 

In the first years I knew no one 
else who was collecting bells. Then in 
1946 twenty-three of us met in Chi- 
eago and started the American Bell 
Association. There was the. inspira- 
tion of fellowship with other bell 
lovers. I have missed only one of 
those annual meetings since 1946. 

People who come to see my bells 
ask many questions, A frequent one 
is, “Which are you fondest of?” That 
is impossible to answer. 

One bell was secured for me by 
a little boy of 9 years, who traded 
his only pocket knife to get it. It 
is only a little firemen’s bell favor, 
but it is worth its weight in gold 
to me. 

There are 8 bells which boys in 


the Second World War took the trou- | 


ble to send home to me. 

There is the long row of old sil- 
ver table bells given me by friencs 
which had belonged to their mothers 
or grandmothers, Older people can 


remember the motorman’s foot gong 
on the old street cars. I have one 
used on the road between Houghton 
and Mohawk, ) 

I have also the bell part of a cash 
register. used on those cars. It looks ' 
more like a rattle until you learn 
better from the patent papers (see 
photo of this bell in HOBBIES, De-: » 
cember, 1955). 

One of my smallest bells was car- 
ried into the wilderness by the ear- 
liest missionary priest of this part 
of the country for use on his wood- 
land altars. He “snow-shoed,” long, 
weary hours to carry his mes- 
sage to his flock. The handle is in 
the shape of the Lorraine Cross. It 
was the Duchess of Lorraine who 
sent over large silver crosses to be 
given to the Indian converts and also 
carried by the priest. 

One of my most beautiful bells was 
made by Franz Hemony in 1569. The 
Hemony family, according to Statis 
Coleman, made the finest of the 
carillons. My bell is 6 inches tall

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of beautiful brass. The handle is a 
Crusader with war hatchet and 
shield. The figures around the skirt 
are difficult to understand, but much 
the same as on my other Hemony on 
which the handle is a small head. 


One bell (photo #1) has a beau- 
tiful figure of Frontenac for its. han- 
dle, with fleur-de-lis on the waist. He 
was Governor of Canada in the 17th 
Century. This was made for one of 
the celebrations in his honor and was 
found in Quebec by one of my 
friends a few years ago. 


‘The bell in the belfry of St. Peters 
in Rome is considered the most beau- 
tiful of all bells, although not the 
best in tone. I have two different 
European altar bells which are rep- 
licas: of it, and show very clearly 
the figures of the Apostles and decor- 
ations, but with different handles. 
(One shown in photo #2)- 


One of my small bells which I 
treasure very highly,.I found in a 
lovely old stone house in Canada, It 
had come over from China in one of 
the Clipper Ships of Colonial times. 
When the loyalist family who owned 
it were deported to Canada after the 
Revolution, it went with them, The 
original clapper is gone, and the own- 
er could not understand why I liked 
it so much. 


And my largest bell? I love 
that, too, (as does my youngest 
granddaughter). It was given to me 
by the manager of the L. S. &I. Rail-

These are a few of my bells. My 
collection also includes an eight-piece 
setting of the Liberty Bell glass 
which [I use for small luncheons. It 
is hard to find now. I keep the bells 
in old fashioned cases’ which used to 
be called china closets, one of which 
is shown in the picture where I am 
standing. 


Beautiful old bells may be founa 
in strange places. A friend of mine 
went to a Salvation Army rummage 
sale, and asked if they had any o'd 
bells. They produced from the ash 
heap a beautiful, centuries old, Chi- 
nese gong (photo #3) which hangs 
on a hand-carved teak wood frame, 
seventeen inches high. Of course, it 
has a crack in it, and the weird old 
dragons might give some people a 
nightmare. 


Many people from far and near 
have come to visit with the bells. 
Classes have come from the different 
schools, Scout troops, and music 
classes, and different societies have 
come.

“TIME MAKES ANTIQUES” 


One of the first X-ray tubes em- 
ployed by Wilhelm Konrad Roentgen 
(1845-1923) arrived in Washington, 

C., August 24 where it was 
placed on permanent exhibition at 
the U. S. National Museum, Smithson- 
ian Institution. The tube was pur- 
chased from a private owner in 
Germany and presented to the Smith- 
sonian Institution by the General 
Electric Company’s X-ray Department 
of Milwaukee, Wis. 


It was Roentgen, professor of phy- 
sics at the University of Wurzburg, 
Germany, who on November 8, 1895, 
discovered a new radiation that could 
penetrate wood and other dense ob- 
jects. These rays were called “X- 
rays” by Roentgen on account of their 
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unknown nature, but they are now 
also known as Roentgen rays after 
their discoverer. 


The newly acquired apparatus was 
Roentgen’s third X-ray tube. His 
first two tubes are preserved, respec- 
tively, at the Physical Institute in 
Wurzburg, Germany, and at the Deut- 
sches Museum, Munich. 


In arranging the transaction for the 
acquisition of the tube, Mr. John H. 
Smith, general manager of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company’s X-ray De- 
partment, observed: “I am very happy 
we were given the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in a move to bring an heir- 
loom of such a significant scientific 
development as the X-ray tube to this 
country...” 


Final transactions for the purchase 
of the tube were handled through the 
courtesy of Trans World Air Lines, 
which flew it to New York. It will 
be exhibited in the Smithsonian’s Gal- 
lery of Medical History, Arts and In- 
dustries Building, 9th and Jefferson 
Drive Washington. D.C.

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The Diamond, April’s Birthstone 


April’s birthstone, the diamond 
though of great interest and value in 
modern times was seldom worn as 
an ornament before the close of the 
Middle Ages. There is a record of a 
guild of diamond cutters of Nurem- 
berg as early as 1373. The demand 
for the diamond was slow in develop- 
ing and it was regarded as a royal 
jewel, often mounted in crowns, scep- 
ters and scabbards, Agnes Sorel, the 
favorite of Charles VII of France, 
was fond of this precious stone as an 
adornment and greatly increased its 
fashion and popularity, which it has 
never since lost. Diamonds fatally af- 
fected the happiness and reputation 
of Marie Antoinette, as we remember 
when recalling the familiar tragic 
episodes of the earrings and also the 
necklace formed of these precious 
stones. 


Most of the great historical jewels 
came from India; the Far East had 
an overwhelming love of the gems 
and they were the cause of wars and 
great bloodshed. There are over eigh- 
ty famous diamonds with romantic 
backgrounds; to mention only a tew, 
there is; perhaps the most famous, 
the Koh-i-noor, at present in Kng- 
land; others are the Grand Mogul, 
Star of the South, Imperial, Matan, 
Pitt or Regent, Stewart, Nassak, 
Beau Sancy, Florentine I and lI and 
Polar Star. Two magnificent stones, 
the Sea of Light and Crown of the 
Moon which weighed over 145 carats, 


were owned by the Shah of Persia. 
There is a tradition that the Sea of 
Light and the Mountain of Light 
(the Koh-i-noor) which, before it was 
recut from 186 to 106 carats, was the 
same size as the former, were the 
eyes of the fabulous Peacock on the 
throne of the Mogul emperors. Two 
famous diamonds, once in the posses- 
sion of the Russian royalty, were the 
Moon of Mountains, about 120 carats, 
and the Orloff, over 194 carats, which 
Prince Orloff bought for the Empress 
Catherine.

Not all the most beautiful diamonds 
have come from abroad, however, for 
thousanas have been tound in Ar- 
Kansas, in tne vicinity of Murtrees- 
boro, in colors varying trom pure 
white to yellow, brown, blue and pink.

THE APPLE 
PAST AND PRESENT 


It was the lure of the apple in the 
Garden of Eden that occasioned the 
original sin. The “Apple of Discord,” 
germinating the discord of the God- 
desses, goes back to the days of Ho- 
mer, eight or ten centuries before 
the birth of Christ. Paris, the son of 
Troy’s King, by giving the “Golden 
Apple” to Venus for her surpassing 
beauty, laid the foundation for the 
Wooden Horse and the fall of Troy. 
The legend of William Tell is one 
more link connecting the apple with 
the heroic past. 

“Westward Ho” was shouted many 
times by the restless pioneers seeking 
the apple orchards, which resulted 
from the patient scattering of apple 


slopes of the Appalachian Mountains, 
the fertile valleys and the foot hills, 
on his wide wanderings through 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio 
and Indiana. 

The first historical record of dried 
apple dolls is accredited to the Sene- 
ca Indians. The head was a shrunken, 
carved apple, the body made of corn 
husks. Much time and care was ex- 
pended to facial details, as the doll 
represented, “Ioose Feet,” a spirit 
who made the wishes of children come 
true. The Indians claimed he was a 
benign and most happy spirit, Very 
old and very wise! “Loose Feet,” born 
of an apple head is a symbol of faith 
in Indian lore. 

When materials were scarce in pio- 
neer days, many a sturdy father 
carved and dried an apple head and

Feet,” to nourish the maternal in- 
stincts of his offspring. 

In viewing the carefully prepared 
and beautifully costumed apple head 
dolls of Miss Dorothy Armbruster, 
1008 S. Grove Ave., Oak Park, IIL, 
their designer and maker, and re- 
flecting on “Loose Feet” and the pio- 
neer doll, you realize that the art of 
apple doll making has advanced in 
acccrdance with the times. 

The head and face of the doll is 
carved to begin with from an ordi- 
nary peeled apple and treated chem: 
ically so as to destroy the acid ef- 
fect of the fruit and to blanch the 
apple so as to avoid future discol- 
oration and insure hardness. Then 
the apple is allowed to dry or de- 
hydrate, which consumes about three 
or four months, during which time 
the features are molded manually 
in order to produce typical charac- 
teristics. During the period of dry- 
ing the apple becomes spongy at 
which time the painted eye balls are 
inserted to add further individual 
characteristics, At the end of the 
drying period the surface is again 
treated chemically and shellacked to 
seal out possibilities of decomposi- 
tion. A mohair wig is then set in 
place, coiffure compatible with char- 
acter features and the costume de- 
signing. 

Instead of corn husk body of the 
Indian and pioneer doll, the present 
doll fashioned by Miss Armbruster 
is a flesh colored German made sponge 
rubber with wooden legs below the 
knee fastened together by annealed 
wire which gives the body balance 
and flexibility so that each doll may 
be allowed to stand or reduced to a 
sitting position as the collector may 
desire. 

The hands are of crepe paper 
wound over prepared wire with sep- 
arate fingers and thumb, and each is

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OWLS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


When it comes to specializing, some Topical collec- 


tors prefer livelier subjects than Conventional figures. 


Flowers, people, animals and birds have more appeal 
for them than have such abstractions as Snowflakes or 
Swastikas. These collectors have a very wide choice of 
subject matter, since they may specialize in whatever 
flower, animal or bird particularly attracts them. It 
might be difficult, perhaps, to collect enough Humming- 
birds to make a respectable showing; but Eagles, Par- 
rots, Peacocks, Doves, Roosters and Owls are all more 
or less plentiful on buttons, and accordingly lend them- 
selves to specialization. A group of Eagles* has already 
appeared; I am choosing Owls for this second exhibit 
of “Specialized Birds.” 

No. 1. Small (% inch) glass button, convex with 
self-shank. Adaptation of the owl’s head to the button 
shape is found also in tinted brass and in pearl. 





. 


No. 2. Brass owl on perch, applied to concave wood- 
en button. Brass shank. 

No. 8 Button of dark red composition: Flat with 
raised design, self-shank. Since most owls do their hunt- 
ing at night, they are often shown in combination with 
moons and stars, 

No. 4 Concave pewter button with raised design. Al- 
though it is small and lacks detail, there is no mistaking 
the owl,—always an easily identified bird. 

No. 5 Flat steel button with brass head applied. The 
plumage is artistically indicated, and the scintillating 
steel studs make brilliant eyes. Circa 1890. 

No. 6 This Goofy owl is found in two sizes and the 
usual range of delicious Goofy colors. Modern Plastic, 
circa 1935. 


No. 7 “The Owl in the Belfry”’** has appeared in 
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HOBBIES before, for it is one of those buttons which 
qualifies for inclusion in more than one category. Every 
collector should have at least 3 “copies.” to be mounted 
with “Owls,” “Bells,” and “Literary” or “Christmas” 
buttons. (Most of us, however, feel fortunate if we own 
one copy!) Pressed brass with pierced background, con- 
cave back, circa 1885-1895. 

No. 8 This “Owl in Flight” is rather unusual, since 
ywls are more commonly pictured “at rest.” Flat brass 
with raised design, lined background. (The number of 
stars—thirteen—is probably just “happenstance.’’) 

No. 9 Black glass owl, in high relief against a con- 

cave back. The eyes are bright yellow glass with black 
centers,—very life-like and effective. 
‘ Not being an ornithologist, I know little about the 
varieties, habits and characteristics of owls. I do know 
that they are birds of prey, with a reputed fondness for 
the braims of other birds! (Could this be the cause of 
their fabled wisdom?!!) The owls with tufted “ears” or 
“horns” (Nos. 2, 3, 4, 6, 8, and 9) are probably types 
of Horned, Screech or Cat owls. Those with less prom- 
inent or no tufts (Nos. 1, 5 and 7) include Barn, Barred 
or Wood owls, and the Great Snowy Owl. 
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In ancient Greece, the owl was an emblem of the 
city of Athens, and was sacred to Athene. (Let us hope 
that its reputation for wisdom is due to this rather 
than to its deplorable taste in food!) Numerous owls 
have gained fame in art and literature: there was the 
Wise Old Owl who sat on the oak;*** the owl who 
(with the Pussy-Cat) went to sea in the beautiful pea- 
green boat; #“Old Brown,” the owl in Beatrix Potter’s 
“Tale of Squirrel Nutkin,” and others. 

So—even if we can’t all be noted for wisdom, we 
can collect Owl Buttons,—or any other buttons that fit 
our fancy (and our finances). And this isn’t only wis- 
com—it’s fun, too!

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An Old French Custom 


Lively laughter and squeals of 
amazement and delight echoed in one 
home in the deep South during the 
gay nineties when American hostes- 
ses vied with one another in plan- 
ning unusual and novel parties. For, 
one hostess selected as .a surprise 
theme for her luncheon an old French 
custom, April Fools’ Day. 

-Qne guest, a Virginian, ‘in her dia- 
ry wrote a vivid account of this af- 
fair which she attended while stay- 
ing in Jacksonville, Fla., one spring. 
Although over haif a century has 
elapsed, time hardly seems to have 
“dated” the plan, decorations and 
menu; like the custom that inspired 
them, they still offer fun for today, 
perhaps. 

The account shows the hostess han- 
dled the old practical joke motif with 
discernment and deftness, providing 
clever surprises that fooled without 
detracting from the meal’s general 
flavor. The usual chocolate covered 
soap and sugar coated garlic cloves 
were absent but the contents of each 
dish were just as deceiving and more 
delectable. 

Like many old diaries, this one 
mentions only first names and refers 
to the Jacksonville hostess as ‘“Smil- 
ing Susan.” Her husband is “the ever 
dismal David,” who had questioned 
both the sagacity and success of us- 
ing the April Fools’ custom which 
dates back to ancient India, and was 
introduced into Europe by the French 
in 1564. y 

Written in small, precise Spenceri- 
an script in faded ink, the diary’s 
account, dated “April first,” says, 
“Today was filled with delightful sur- 
prises as the air was filled with frag- 
rant breezes and warm sunshine. Such 
pranks and prantics! I never had 
thought of the meaning of this par- 
ticular date, nor had any of the oth- 
er eight, dear, charming ladies who 
with me became like giggling school 
girl’s at Susan’s luncheon on April 
first, today. 

“As each guest arrived, the door 
was opened by the maid, Elvie, who, 
with an ebony countenance of com- 
plete surprise informed the caller,

‘Missus Susan’s done gone away—on 


a long trip, No’m, she didn’t say 


nuthin’ ob folks 4 comin’ here today. 
I’se sho’ sorry. But you hurry back!’ 

“As each' distraught, disappointed 
guest descended the steps, suddenly 
a familiar voice called out, ‘April 
fool’ and down the steps rushed dain- 
ty blonde Susan in a flowered pink 
organdy with a pale blue sash, like 
a Dresden figurine. Laughingly, she 
embraced her guest and escorted her 
back up the steps to the doorway 
where stood giggling those guests 
that had already arrived — happily 
for my fun, I was only the third to 
arrive.” 

The account indicates that the real 
fun was only beginning and conti- 
nues:. “Once seated in the parlour, 
how we laughed! And how eagerly 
we kept peeping through the lace 
curtains to see the next guest ap- 
proach, for it seems Susan had de- 
liberately stated a different time in 
each invitation, so there was almost 
twenty minutes between the arrival: 
of each guest. 

“By the time the last, the ninth 
guest arrived, our sides were aching 
with and from hilarious laughter. 
Then Susan announced, ‘Now, my 
fish, we'll nibble our lunch’. 

“This reference of fish became clear 
when we reached the dining room, 
for, in the center of the big round 
table, flanked by ferns and vines was 
a cut glass punch bowl of beautiful 
gold fish, swimming and_ swirling 
gracefully like they were waltzing. 
Susan explained the fish were the 
symbol of Poisson d’Avril, the French 
name for the April Fool caught by 
a joke as April fish are young, and 
it is they who are so easily caught. 

“Truly,” continues the diarist, “we 
had been really caught, and so with 
much amused laughter we put on col- 
ored naper fool’s caps which were the 
favor of each place. By now, all of 
us were on the qui vivre, wondering 
how next we would be caught. Soon 
we discovered the menu was made up 
of ‘April fools’. 

“Indeed it was an elegant meal 
with great variety, but I am only 





writing down those dishes I want to 


try on my folks and friends when I 
return to Richmond; and I will not 
wait a long year for my fun, I will 
do it soon. 

“The first course was a whole 
orange resting on glossy, green mag- 
nolia leaves. We thought it would be 
fruit cup but on lifting off ‘the top, 
found it was oyster cocktail.! 

“There followed other equally de- 
ceiving dishes and all so tasty. The 
crisp baked potatoes were filled with 
minced ham and mushrooms. The 
turnovers turned out to be pieces of 
broiled chicken wrapped in feather- 
weight pie crust and the whole thing 
fried to a light brown—it was lusci- 
ous, 

“The ‘devilled crabs’ were crab 
shells disguising creamed potatoes 
sprinkled with grated cheese and 
bread crumbs and warmed to a lovely 
brown in the oven; this made them 
look exactly like devilled crabs and 
how we did laugh! The tall, frosted 
goblets with a dark red beverage 
were refreshing quaffs of iced tea col- 
ored with beet juice that had been 
sweetened first.” 

The diarist concludes with a de- 
scription of the salad course that 
climaxed the meal, saying, “After 
such a variety of foods, a _ salad 
seemed a trifle too much, for invari- 
ably, there would also be sweets. But 
the salad was no trifle; on a bed of 
lettuce there was a large, peeled to- 
mato topped invitingly with thick 
mayonnaise, at least so we thought 
but only to be fooled again! 

“The tomato was a strawberry ice 
made in a tomato mould and the ma- 
yonnaise was really a rich custard! 

“As we congratulated Susan upon 
her ingenuity and success, she sighed 
and said, ‘then, please tell my hus- 
band. All of you know my ever dis- 
mal David, and he didn’t think my 
ideas were. amusing and feared I 
might make some of you ladies an- 
gry. 
“Our chorus of ‘Never, never’ con- 
vinced the now smiling Susan that 
her fish, enjoyed being caught.” 


“April, '1957 
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DOES YOUR TOWN HAVE A 
BLIZZARD SOCIETY? 


There’s one in New York City. 
Memorabilia of the Monster Blizzard 
of 1888 is kept in the New-York His- 
torical Society. Members hold an an- 
nual banquet. HOBBIES. subscriber 
Clarence Edward Heller, writing re- 
cently under. the heading of the “Old 
Timers” column in the New York 
World-Telegram and. Sun, said: 

“Once again the time has come to 
keep alive the snowflakes of yester- 
year, viz: March 11, 1888, known the 
world over as the Blizzard of 1888. 

“In addition to holding the port- 
folio of the only Brooklyn director 
of the Blizzard Men and Ladies of 

1888, I am also a member in good 
standing of the Blizzard Club of Jan- 
uary 12, 1888, commemorative of the 
“Nebraska monster, ” which hit that: 
territory two months in advance of 
our own domestic wraith, They are 
holding a reunion in Lincoln, Nebr., 
Jan, 12° this year, 

“In Philadelphia during our East 
Coast blizzard my lovely sister, 
Blanche, now long deceased, led me 
through the pathless waste "of snow 
from our home to Mike O’Hara’ 'S cor- 
ner grocery. Mother stood in the par- 
lor window wiping the pane dry 
with a moist cloth. The mercury was 
at 2 below zero and the wind was 
blowing approximately 50 miles an 
hour. By nightfall on this bleak Mon- 
day, March 12, the wind rose to 90 
miles an hour. 

“It blew down a shutter on our 
second floor, and several shaddocks, 
placed on the window sill to cool, 
rolled into infinity. 

“My brothers were unable to eat 
the tinfoil-wrapped bananas they 
had taken with them to work. They 
brought them back home when the 
horse-car stalled after one of the 
lead horses fell dead, Bananas were 
new then and I ate one, frozen though 
it was, with gusto. 

“Drifts in Dutchess County, New 
York, were estimated at 47 feet. They 
walked out of the second-story win- 
dows right here in Park Slope, and 
they also walked across the East 
River to work in Manhattan. They 
stepped right from the Brooklyn 
Bridge into their office windows in 
the New York World.”

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America’s Earliest Industry 


By J. STANLEY BROTHERS, JR. 


The first permanent English set- 
tlement in America was founded by 
the Virginia Company of London un- 
der its charter of April 10, 1606. The 
colonists involved in this expedition 
reached Cape Henry and witnessed 
their first sight of Virginia on April 
26, 1607, having previously stopped 
at the West Indies, and after explor- 
ing the adjacent territory around 
Cape Henry moved on into Chesa- 
peake Bay to a location approximat- 
ing Old Point Comfort. Then they 
explored the James river, and on May 
13 decided to land on the James at 
a point where they erected the fort, 
James Towne. 

Captain Christopher Newport, pre- 
viously commissioned by the Council 
of Virginia, had been given complete 
charge of the expedition, and after 
assisting to establish the colony, made 
the return voyage, reaching England 
on July 29. What was termed the 
“first supply” left England with 
Newport on October 8, 1607, and ar- 
rived at James Towne early in the 
following January. The “second sup- 
ply”—which was Newport’s third vo- 
yage, and which set sail in July of 
1608—reached James Towne in Octo- 
ber of that year. With this supply 
came the workmen hired to establish 
industries in the colony, and prom- 
inent among these were the eight 
German and Polish glassworkers sent 
over by the Virginia Company to 
produce glass. 

These men erected their furnaces 
in a small clearing on what came to 
be known as “glasse house pointe,” 
about “a myle” to the north of James 
Towne. 'Contemporary documents give 
them credit for the production of a 
“tryal of glasse” in time for it to be 
returned with Newport when he set 
sail for England sometimes in Decem- 
ber of 1608, but they divulge vir- 
tually nothing that otherwise is of 
interest concerning the activity of 
glassmaking in the New World. 

About a quarter of a century ago, 


however, facts began to take the 
place of shadowy supposition when 
Jesse Dimmick accidentally discovered 
the site of the factory on the old 
Ambler house homestead. The land 
with its residence had been purchased 
several years previous to the find by 
Mr. Dimmick, and although he had 
good reason to believe the ruins lay 
hidden upon his property, he did not 
receive the thrill of encountering their 
rainwashed outcropping until one 
day late in August of 1931. Portions 
of melting pots, slag, fragments of 
glass and other glass-house accumu- 
lations were gradually exhumed, but 
realizing his inexperience in such 
matters Dimmick soon decided to fill 
in the holes he had made, and the 
following spring he built a fence 
around the site for its protection. 
Some years later, through the cour- 
tesy of Mrs. Dimmick, this priceless 
material was placed on display in the 
Glass Center of the New York World’s 
Fair, and it was subsequently lent, 
intact, to the museum at James 
Towne. 

What is believed to have been the 
first practical attempt to focus pub- 
lic attention on the James Towne en- 
terprise, however, was projected by 
Dr. Walter J. Sparks. Having learned 
of the Dimmick discovery he gained 
permission to visit and browse about 
the area on the site, and when it 
occurred to him to bring the matter 
of its existence to the attention of 
the Glass Division of the American 
‘Ceramic Society he did so with the 
hope of interesting its members in 
the erection of a museum at the lo- 
cation. This dream never became an 
actuality, but he did succeed in be- 
coming the first individual to bring 
some of his gathered fragments to 
the attention of the glass industry, 
and these were later analyzed by sev- 
eral companies with a view to de- 
termining the content of their ingre- 
diences. 

In the interim the Federal gov- 


ernment acquired, in 1934, the island 
site of the James Towne Colony, ‘in- 
cluding that portion of the mainland 
across a narrow inlet where the glass- 
house had stood, and in the fall of 
1948 the National Park Service be- 
gan a systematic excavation of the 
factory site. This post war archae- 
ological work was carried on under 
the direction of J. C. Harrington, ar- 
chaeologist of the Park Service, as 
a part of the program being exercised 
in connection with the developement 
of Colonial National Historical Park, 
and in addition to this activity a num- 
ber of American manufacturers of 
handmade glassware—members of the 
American Glassware Association — 
formed Glass Crafts of America for 
the purpose of participating in the 
project by contributing to a compre- 
hensive program of public relations, 
and to one of research and develop- 
ment. Their generosity made it pos- 
sible for Mr. Harrington to spend ap- 
proximately three months in England 
early in 1950 in search of historical 
material concerning the James 
Towne enterprise. Also sponsored 
were a series of tests embracing 
chemical analyses of the glass and 
clay objects derived from the ruins, 
and Glass Crafts of America has 
since furnished funds for @ shelter 
over the excavations. 

These excavations were made dur- 
ing 1948 and 1949, and the findings 
brought to light much that concerned 
the physical structure of this first 
industrial undertaking. There is still 
a good deal to be learned, however, 
about the actual products made by 
the men who blew and fashioned glass 
at James Towne. They evidently 
brought with them but a few hand 
tools from England, and otherwise 
armed themselves with only the bare 
necessities for putting a factory into 
operation. The rest of the equipment 
obviously had to be constructed from 
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materials native to the area in which 
they worked. 

The digging that uncovered the 
original factory site was accomplished 
with extreme care. Approximately a 
foot of earth lay as an accumula- 
tion over the entire area. Removal 
constituted the usual archaeological 
procedure of sifting and retaining 
the soil in a systematic manner. As 
the trodden dirt floor of the fac- 
tory was bared it was minutely ex- 
amined for whatever material had 
been pressed into it. Beads were not 
found, and, of the rescued fragments, 
few were of sufficient size to give an 
impression of their original shape. 
The ruins of four furnaces, however, 
were uncovered. The melting furnace, 
the circular portion of which was 
judged to have been about nine feet 
fin diameter, was located in the for- 
ward center of the working area, and 


is believed to have been built in the 


shape of an igloo, with four small 
working holes, and to have held as 
many melting pots. The other struc- 
tures were auxiliary furnaces. Two 
of these were arranged back to back, 
a few feet to the rear of the melting 
furnace, and they were perhaps used 
as annealing and calcining ovens. 
The smallest of the four was found 
mid-distance between the melting and 
annealing furnaces, slightly off to 
one side of the working area. All of 
this melting and heating equipment 
was evidently constructed of various 
sized boulders built up in an inbed- 
ment of clay. The frames forming 
the working holes in the melting 
furnace, through which the gather- 
ing of the glass took place, were made 
of a clay similar to the clay used 
for making the melting pots, and this 
clay has been shown, by analyses, to 
be somewhat dissimilar to the clay 
found in the immediate area, inten- 
sifying the supposition that ‘it may 
have originated in England. A well, 
needed for the supply of drinking wa- 
ter, and for the preparation of some 
of the glassmaking materials, was 
located nearby. There evidently were 
no other developed areas, since none 
were discovered, but the “great road” 
that originally progressed from James 
Towne across the old isthmus to 
“glasshouse pointe” and on into the 
mainland was located and clearly 
defined. 

To facilitate easy access to the 
area, the Colonial Parkway, which 
connects Yorktown with Williams- 
burg, has been extended to “glass- 
house pointe,” and a road of lesser 
standard proceeds to James Towne. 
This latter highway passes near the 
protected ruins, over a fill made along 
the general site of the old isthmus

Nearby the remains of the original 
furnaces is a reconstruction which is 
regarded as constituting a replica of 
the first glasshouse. Here, during the 
Festival which is taking place at 
James Towne (April to November, 
1957) glass is being manufactured in 
full view of the public, using the 
processes employed in the 17th cen- 
tury. The activity is sponsored by the 
James Towne Glasshouse Foundation, 
Inc., a joint management-union group, 
formed by the American Glassware 
Ass’n. and the Flint Glass Worker’s 
Union. 

As for the original ruins, they have 
become hallowed by the passage of 
time, and no one can hope to conse- 
crate them as lastingly as did the 
men who worked, heroically, to give 
their original conception its exist- 
ence, and who likewise perished in 
their effort to maintain that concep- 
tion in operation. This was America’s 
earliest industry!

S. H. PERRY. The collecting frat- 
ernity has lost another old and val- 
ued friend, Stuart Hoffman Perry, 
82, publisiter of the Adrian, Mich. 
Telegram, and vice president of the 
Monroe, Mich. Evening News. Mr. 
Perry died in Tucson, Ariz., on Feb- 
ruary 14. He and Mrs. Perry had 
resided in Tucson for several years. 

Before buying the Adrian paper in 
1907, he was editor of the Pontiac, 
Mich., Daily Press and publisher of 
the St. Johns, Mich., News, weekly. 
In 1921, Mr. Perry was elected sec- 
ond vice president of the Associated 
Press, He served eight terms as an 
AP director. 

Many readers of HOBBIES will 
recall] his display advertisement in the 
Natural History department of HOB- 
BIES for many years. In a two-inch 
advertisement he advertised faith- 
fully, month after month, to buy 
meteorite specimens for his collec- 
tion. He wrote a book, “The Metal- 
lography of Meteoric Iron,” pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in 1944. He was awarded a dip- 
loma and the Lawrence Smith gold 
medal by the National Academy of 
Sciences, which cited his “original in- 
vestigation of meteoric bodies.” 

He is survived by his wife and a 
daughter, Mrs, C. Kenneth Wesiey of 
Monroe, Mich., wife of the business 
Manager of he Monroe paper. 

Yes, truly the collecting fraternity 
has lost an old and devoted friend.

What effect had England’s three 
queens—Elizabeth, Anne and Victo- 
ria, on her coin history? How did Aus- 
tria’s Fugger family of merchant 
princes affect her coins? Do you know 
Italy’s beautiful floriated cross of 
Venice when you see it, and the lily 
flowers of Florence’s gold florin? 


Note the Aztec calendar stone often 
used on Mexican coins. But the Az- 
tec emblem used in 1825, an eagle on 
a cactus with a snake in its mouth, 
never appeared on the coins during 
the Spanish domination, See Peru’s 
handsome 50 soles gold-piece with its 
Inca Chieftain. 


Turn to Asia’s coinage with its 
beautiful 14th Century paper money

PHIZ, Illustrations From the Novels of 
Charles Dickens, by Albert Johannsen. 
The University of Chicago Press, 1956. 
442 pp. $8.95. 


For many years Dickens wrote a 
Christmas story every year. His best 
known is of course the classic “A 
Christmas Carol” heard on radio and 
television every year at Christmas 
time. 

Hablot Knight Browne or “Phiz” 
as he signed his etchings had done 
some work previously for Dickens 
before being hired as illustrator for 
“Pickwick Papers” upon the tragic 
death of Robert Seymour who had 
begun work on that book. There is 
an interesting story in this connec- 
tion which concerns William Make- 
peace Thackeray. Thackeray was also 
an artist and he applied for the job 
of illustrator for “Pickwick Papers”. 
After submitting some samples and 
an interview he was so sure he had 
been accepted for the position that he 
celebrated that evening with an ar- 
tist friend, Hablot Knight Browne. 
However, Dickens and his publishers 
Chapman and Hail had found Thacke- 
ray’s drawings unsuited for their 
project and as the world knows 
Browne was the person finally select- 
ed to fill the job which had been be- 
gun by Robert Seymour. Had Thacke- 
ray been chosen he might never have 
become famous as a novelist. Thus 
Fate often decides the destiny of great 
men. 

Phiz no doubt was partly respon- 
sible through his illustrations for the 
popularity of “Pickwick” which was 
the making of Dickens. In fact for a 
time the fate of that novel hung in 
the balance because of the difficulty 
in finding a suitable artist. Browne 
like Dickens had ability to portray 
the grotesque, the amusing, the pathe- 
tic, the ugly, the farcical and the beau- 
tiful which are all a part of life. 
Browne illustrated seven of Dickens’ 
major novels over a period of twenty- 
three years. There were other illustra- 
tors for other works but Phiz turned 
out a greater number than any other 
artist and thus would be considered 
the foremost of Dickens’ illustrators. 


Albert Johannsen has been a Dick- 
ens collector for many years and in 
this text has brought together 516 
duplicate etchings which Phiz exec- 
uted. Browne made at least two and 
sometimes as many as four etchings 
for each picture and Mr. Johannsen 
points out the differences in the vari- 
ous engravings of the same scene. 
The book is largely pictorial in con- 
tent. 

If we have talked as much about 
Charles Dickens here as about Hab- 
lot Knight Browne it is because it is 
difficult to speak about one without 





the other. While we enjoy the word 
pictures which Dickens calls to mind, 
it is the illustration of that charac- 
ter or scene created by Browne which 
we see when we think of a partic- 
ular novel. Needless to say, this will 
be a delight to Dickens collectors.

AMERICAN ANTIQUE Decoration by 
Ellen S. Sabine, Published by D. Van 
Nostrand Company, Inc., Princeton, N. 
J. 1956. 132 pages. $5.95. 


This book on how to do various 
types of American antique decora- 
tion should be an inspiration and 
guide to those longing to “work with 
brushes and paints” in these preci- 
ous old American arts. 

Country painting, free hand bronze 
work, stencilling, floating color, and 
applying gold leaf are taught so sim- 
ply and clearly it seems no one inter- 
ested and painstaking could fail. You 
learn to prepare the tin or wood 
properlv. You are told how to mix 
available tubes of color to get an- 
tique colors, and how to apply them 
for proper effect, 

Transferring your design, enlarg- 
ing it, reducing it, or adapting it to 
your space are explained. Materials 
needed, why each is required, where 
to buy it, and how to take care of 
your materials and tools all are given. 
How to do striping, antiqueing, re- 
storing, as well as how to work on 
various items effectively — chairs, 
chests, country tin, deed boxes, and 
the like, are told. 

The illustrations, drawings by the 
author and photographs by Hilda Bor- 
cherding, are inspiring and helpful. 
As Clarice L. Haines, Director of 
Adult Education, Central Branch, 
Y.W.C.A., New York City where ex- 
tensively trained Ellen Sabine has 
long taught, says, the author “de- 
fines the techniques, enumerates the 
materials, and describes the proce- 
dures in simple, easy-to-understand 
words.” 

Little enriching bits of history are 
deftly touched in, as, “Chippendale 
trays, also known as Gothic trays 
and Pie Crust trays, originated about 
1760 . . . and were immensely pop- 
ular during the Victorian era when 
there was a Chippendale revival.” 

This is a definitely worth while book 
for its field.

HOW TO STENCIL and Decorate Furni- 
ture and Tinware by Nancy Richard- 
son. The Ronald Press Company, New 
York, 186 pages, 1956. $6.00. 


From the chapter on Getting Start- 
ed, with its discussion of materials 
and tools needed and where to get 
them, to the chapter on Reverse 
Painting on Glass—descendant of an 
ancient art, Nancy Richardson “gives” 
in detail “how to do” information 
which any really interested person 
can surely follow. 

How to clean the articles before 
painting; what the common back- 
ground colors on antique furniture 
and old tinware were; how to trace, 
alter, and transfer your patterns; 
teaching yourself to make the right 
brush strokes and lines, all are told 
clearly. 

The chapter on colors, what they 
are and how to mix and use them, 
is valuable for all, but especially for 
the beginner. So are the pages on the 
use of bronze powders, colored inks, 
and gold leaf. How to trace, cut and 
apply stencils is in the chapter. Sten- 
ciling in bronze, enriched with Amer- 
icana patterns related to New Eng- 
land apple baskets, chairs, bread 
trays, chests, picture frames, etc. 

The painting of natural flowers 
and fruits seemed an unusually help- 
ful treatise on that subject to this 
reader, And, in the author’s words, 
how to “give a piece a finished, mel- 
low look in place of crude bright- 
ness” is in the chapter on finishing 
processes, 

Complete patterns, 92 of them, 
are here for the artist worker to use, 
as well as 18 pages of designs at 
the back of the book on flowers, fruits, 
leaves, butterflies, birds, and Chinese 
scenes. A helpful bibliography and 
list of booklets is included. 

The author’s love of old designs 
inspired by family pieces on Vermont 
farms, in Museums, on wallpaper, an- 
tique china, and elsewhere, shows up 
throughout. A paragraph on enjoy- 
ment and symbolism in designs in 
her preface says, “. . . in Pennsylva- 
nia German (“Dutch”) art, two 
large leaves at the base of a floral 
design stand for the idea of God cre- 
ating and upholding life and growth 
. .. and the wavy designs. . , tell 
of the Spirit of God moving in the 
world, while the lily (often also the 
tulip) is the symbol of purity.” 

This is a splendid book for its pur- 
pose.

This is a book with trains, road- 
beds, bridges, and train yards. The 
trains, exteriors and interiors, are 
some of the most beautiful in the 
world. The magnificent scenery is 
“thrown in.” It is indeed a book rich 
in pictures. 

There is much information, inter- 
esting and technical. Here is the story 
of how the Flying Scotsman made its 
history. Didyouknow that the stream- 
lined Flying Hamburger, in 1933, 
reached an almost daily coveted 100 
miles per hour, 

‘Take the full page charts of “The 
Visible parts of British Railways, 
London Midland Region Pacific, Iden- 
tified.” Here the parts of an engine, 
cab and tender are named and lo- 
cated by arrow for the uniniated. 
The “Cylinders and Valve Gear,” and 
“Inside the Firebox, Boiler and 
Smokebox,” are representative of the 
careful, detailed drawings (with parts 
named) given through the book. 

“British Railways Behind the 
Scenes,” seemed to us a particularly 
interesting chapter. Other chapters 
treat on “Signals and Safety,” ‘“Elec- 
tric Trains,” “Railways of Europe,” 
“Railways of the Empire,” etc. The 
last chapter, “Transatlantic Trains 
and Travel,’ brings us the story of 
railroads familiar to us, with our 
Twentieth Century Limited, Panama 
Limited, Golden State, the California 
Zephyr, and “mammoths of the U.S. 
Railroads,” pictured “among those 
present.” 

Photographs, woodcuts, drawings, 
and factual material all held the in- 
terest of this reader.

“works ye shall know them,’ pre- 
cludes the potency of words at 
‘this time. For this month, this is 
my story, this is my song.” 


Two years and a few months fol- 
lawing those remarks, Mr. Lightner 
passed on, naturally, with the mu- 
seum not nearly set up. However, the 
work has gone forward, under the 
constant devotion of Cecil Zinkan, 
General Manager and his staff. 

The Museum is owned by the City 
of St. Augustine,. and is adminis- 
tered by a board of trustees, headed 
by Herbert Wolfe, St. Augustine, an 
outstanding Floridian. Other mem- 
bers of the governing board are: Da- 
vid R. Dunham, Clarence L. Beals. 
Frank J. Tart, H. P. Hahn, Mayor of

There seemed to be a party going 
on over where the seven piece cupid 
orchestra was playing. A green and 
white English Punch and Judy tea set 
from Allerton & Sons, England, was 
serving refreshments. The light was 
furnished by two well preserved and 
elegant old black coach lamps which 
were first used about 1850 in Eng- 
land. (These particular ones, that 
is.) They were embellished with a 
crest which stood out clearly in the 


flickering candlelight they shed on 
the assembled visitors. They were in 
a perfect state of preservation and 
must have been well used during their 
years of service. (We pause now 
for a brief reverie which the sight 
of the coach lamps called up in my 
mind.) It has been said that we 
often appreciate a scene or wonder 
of nature more after we have seen 
a painting of it. Just so it must fol- 
low and usually does that we often 
appreciate a period in history or a 
relic after we have read about it in 
great literature, that is fiction that 
has been written with the careful ma- 
nipulation of words and artistry which 
is the happy faculty of the great 
writers. Not too long ago I was en- 
gaged in the delightful pastime of 
re-reading “The Posthumous Papers 
of the Pickwick Club” by the great 
literary genius Charles Dickens. One 
can visualize the president and foun- 
der of that exclusive club, the bene- 
volent Mr. Pickwick and his three ec- 
centric friends, Mr. Winkle, Mr. Snod- 
grass, and Mr. Tupman being jostled 
over the English roads of the nine- 
teenth century in a four-in-hand coach 
on their way perhaps to spend Christ- 
mas in the country or to seek out 
the nefarious Mr. Jingle and right 
some terrible wrong. Certainly rid- 
ing in coaches was not a comfortable 
business as we would surmise from 
some other writings of Dickens in 
which he states that the worst pos- 
sible punishment he can’ think of for 
a criminal would be to put him in a 
coach and have him driven over the 
English roads for a day and a night. 
Thus we gain some idea of the diffi- 
culties encountered in the travel of 
that day. As with many other things 
they seem much more romantic as w® 
look back on them than they must 
have been to the people of that day. 
At this point my reverie was broken 
into by the assembled company shout- 
ing in chorus, “Please do, please do!” 
and I gazed around at these strangely 
vocal objects to ascertain to whom 
they might be speaking. Then a 
graceful swordstick who had been 
standing not far away from me lean- 
ing against one of the coach lamps, 
bowed and stepped forward. The 
swordstick was used as a walking 
stick or cane but could also serve 
as a means of protection as it could 
be unsheathed to reveal a thin blade. 
This is a gay blade I thought as the 
swordstick executed a tricky tap dance 
number. The applause was loud and 
long and he came back for an en- 
core. Then the Punch and Judy teaset 
who were evidently the hosts! of this 
party brought forward a shy, reluc- 
tant Japanese doll. She was beauti- 
fully dressed and I gathered from the 
whisperings of some Dresden figur- 
ines to my left that she wore no less 
than seven kimonos. The doll was 
made of papier mache and stood about 
two feet high. She wore a gold hat 
on her head and carried two pails 
on a stick. The predominant colors 
in her dress were red and green. She 
was encouraged to sing’ a song from 
her native country. While she was 
singing I became aware of a delight- 
And sure en- 


ful scent of perfume. 
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ough I saw some lovely perfume 
bottles seated in a Vernis Martin 
cabinet. Time does not permit my 
describing all of this lovely collection 
nor at this late date, now that the 
incident has passed, do I recall all 
of them. One was a Webb cameo 
glass bottle, hand carved by John 
Northwood and had been made at 
Webb & Sons, Stourbridge, England, 
at some time between 1830-1870. 
There was also.a sapphire glass bottle 
with a Maltese Cross originally from 
Bristol, England, dating from 1825 - 
35. Some of the bottles came equip- 
ped with a little ring and chain so 
that ladies might carry them on their 
finger. These would have been es- 
pecially useful in early days when 
streets were often the repository of 
all types of refuse, before the advent 
of modern means of sanitation and 
modern plumbing. Another attractive 
perfume bottle which stands out in 
my memory was one of iridescent 
German glass with a pink stopper. 
Loy was about one hundred years 
old. 

When the Japanese doll finished 
her dance, refreshments were passed 
again and a general conversation en- 
sued. Seated in a corner by them- 
selves and conversing in French I 
noted some very elegant French 
fashion dolls. There was a tall ele- 
gant lady doll wearing a grey faille 
and blue velvet dress. She wore a 
turauoise necklace and a tiara on her 
grey hair. Next to her was a younger 
more petite doll. She was dressed 
in a light blue dress and wore a pink 
straw hat and veil and tiny blue ear- 
rings. There were several other dolls 
with them but at this point my at- 
tention was again distracted by some 
commotion which seemed to come 
from the floor above. I left the group 
and climbed the stairs to the second 
floor and beheld another party going 
on. The music was furnished by a 
six, piece monkey band and a collec- 
tion of old steins furnished the re- 
freshments. Suddenly a shrill ring- 
ing sound rent the air and the fri- 
volity suddenly ceased. There was no 
movement among the assembled an- 
tiques and collectors items as though 
they had been frozen by fear into 
immobility. This is the way I always 
see them. when I visit the Mart during 
the day, I thought. Then they gradu- 
ally faded from my sight and a bright 
light was shining into my eyes. As 
I roused myself I noticed the sun- 
light streaming through the windows 
and the alarm clock was making a ter- 
rific racket. Another day had begun 
and the visions of the night had 


vanished.

NEWS 
FROM 
WASHINGTON 


In a statement marking the 110th 
anniversary of the March 8, 1847 
law authorizing the first U.S. pos- 
tage stamps, Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield noted an March 
3, that interest in stamp collecting 
is at one of the highest points in 
history. 

Philatelic Agency sales, he said, 
are at a 5-year high ($1,894,855 last 
fiscal year) and the Post Office De- 
partment expects to issue a record of 
more than 24 billion stamps during 
this year — commemorative and or- 
dinary series combined. 

There are two general types of 
stamps — the one known as the reg- 
ular or ordinary issue and the other 
the commemorative. The regular issue 
is usually the smaller of the two and 
is available at post offices at all 
times. The designs of these stamps 
are not changed often and their sale 
is more or less constant. 

Commemorative stamps are issued 
to honor a person or subject on some 
important occasion, or on some sig- 
nificant anniversary — such as the 
100th, 150th, 200th and so forth. 
These stamps are all of a temporary 
nature and are usually kept on sale 
for less than a year. 

The first stamps ever issued by the 
United States—issued under author- 
ity of the March 3, 1847 law—went 
on sale in New York City July 1, 
1847, 

These first stamps were a nickel 
issue with a picture of Benjamin 
Franklin and a dime issue with a 
picture of George Washington. 

These 1847 stamps, together with 
the 10 stamps of an 1851 series, were 
voided by Congress in 1861, appar- 
ently fearing Confederate sources 
would turn supplies of them into U.S. 
cash. 

Thus, although they have philatelic 
value, the earliest U.S. stamps ac- 
tually are worthless for postage pur- 
poses. 

This was the only time this was 
ever done, though, and any other U.S. 
postage stamps may be used for pos- 
tage regardless of age, so long as they 
are unused, 

First of the U.S. commemorative 
stamps were in 1893, the Columbian 
Series issued for the Chicago Colum- 
bian Exposition that year. 


And the first identifiable woman 
ever to appear on a U.S. postage 
stamp was Spanish Queen Isabella, 
in the 'Columbian Series. 

Early U.S. stamps were printed 
privately for the government, but 
since July 1, 1894 they have generally 
been printed by the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing in Washington, 

Probably the most spectacular sale 
of stamps from the collector’s stand- 
point in the United States occurred 
in 1918. In a station of the Washing- 
ton Post Office, a clerk sold 100 new 
24-cent airmail stamps printed with 
the plane upside down. Today these 
stamps are worth thousands of dol- 
lars each philatelically.

At first glance it would appear 
that the Kar] Marx doctrine for “the 
proletariat” has been adopted 100 
percent in Russia and only some 75 
percent in the United States. How- 
ever, it is our guess that if Karl Marx 
could come back and clearly state his 
theory of ownership and control by 
the proletariat he would quickly be 
liquidated as “an enemy of the Rus- 
sian state,” or have to escape across 
the border with the Hungarian refu- 
gees, 

Marx was a high power journalist 
who knew how to put punch in his 
headlines by exaggeration. He was 
not a literary purist when selling his 
philosophical bill of goods. His style 
was typical of the journalistic “So- 
cialism” of the last century. When 
he ranted about “dictatorship of the 
proletariat” he was hating the dic- 
tatorship of industry of his day held 
by a few large financiers, and want- 
ed this dictatorship turned over to 
the common people. There is no evi- 
dence that Marx wanted this con- 
trol turned over to a few political 
dictators to manage as they might 
wish for the advancement of their 
own personal power. But what a lot 
of strong phrases he provided for the 
new dictators! 


“Moderr Capitalism” is actually 
“owned” or controlled largely by the 
“proletariat”—the public. Corporate 
profit taxes plus personal income tax- 
es on dividends and capital gains puts 
about 75 percent of business profits 
into the public purse. As to “con- 
trol.” business still has great flex- 
ibility in minor matters of day to 
day operation, but the basic rules and 
plans are now largely controlled by 
federa] and state legislation. 


The word “capitalism” has created 
great confusion at home; and is giv- 
ing us endless confusion abroad. It 
is a major problem in semantics. The 
word was coined by the radical crit- 
ics of old time financial power. It 
‘was a derogatory term, as were most 
words ending in “ism.” Actually 
what we have today is a system of 
Industrial Democracy. Labor has not 


only its vote but its veto over con- 
trol. The public may veto its acts by 
shifts of purchases, and has by its 
laws laid down basic rules. The pub- 
lic shares heavily in all profits. This 
system of industrial democracy has 
all of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages, the powers and the weaknesses, 
that we have in political democracy. 


It is the challenge to free enterprise 
and free labor today to make sure 
that industry “of the people, by the 
people and for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.” 


* * * 


What IF? Yes, what IF the mess 
in the Middle East and Suez should 
go on and on with variations for 
two generations? Older historians, 
with full knowledge of the “Dark 
Ages” of Europe, might well turn 
over in their graves at such a pros- 
pect. They would well know how 
another era of Arab “nationalism” 
with religious overtones, cut off the 
road to the east and turned out the 
lights of Europe. This time it is not 
a trickle of cultural and luxury items 
involved, but a basic source of fuel 
for the industry of Europe. 


But the world turns and turns, 
and. new inventions and new methods 
cast their shadows over Suez and the 
Near East. If Russian historians have 
been impressed with the way the 
Saracens once pulled down the east- 
ern and southern curtain over Europe, 
they may be surprised at the changes 
that have taken place in the world. 
It is much too simple to assume that 
Russia can easily grab the great oil 
resources of the world and hold 
Europe in the palm of her hana. The 
West has worn out its welcome in 
Arab lands by sharp trading and trick 
military alliances. Russia is very near 
by and very willing to step in. But 
it is not all so simple as that. 

In days of the old Crusades west- 
ern nations prepared for several 
years before landing an army on the 
shores of the Near East. California- 


based jet bombers recently zipped 
through that country in a few min- 
utes on their 45 hours non _ stop 
around the world. Richard the Lion 
Hearted with all his armour and his 
lance was a far cry from a hydrogen 
bomb. 

Oil fields are fragile indeed if they 
are ever found in the very center of 
an atomic world war. Everybody 
knows that, including the Arabs. It 
is our feeling that every Arab is a 
supersalesman. He has a keen eye 
for a market. When the present 
shouting and tumult dies we expect 
to see the Arabs selling their oil to 
those offering to buy for the most 
hard cash. 


* * * 


Among the popular military he- 
roes of Americana Robert E. Lee 
seems outranked only by George 
Washington, another loyal Virginian. 
Among the defeated generals of his- 
tory we can think of none that re- 
tained the popular respect of Gen- 
eral Lee.

He was not “Secessionist,” for 
he well knew the probable costs and 
destruction of any civil war. But as 
a matter of character and of prin- 
ciple, Lee resigned the high place and 
became leader of only the forces of 
“The Sovereign State of Virginia.” 

After Lincoln was gone, and no 
real successor to “heal the wounds,” 
a quiet defeated general went through 
the horrible, spiteful days of Recon- 
struction, with no power whatever. 
But this strong, steady character, 
who would not let hate obscure his 
vision, gradually became one of the 
very small group of men who ac- 
tually “saved the Union.”

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Numismatics 
Money of Yesteryear 


Numismatics, the word derived 
from the Latin “Numisma,” a coin 
means the study of coins and 
medals. Records indicate that some 
of the first coins began around the 
eighth century B. C. Since that time 
the use of coins steadily increased 
until all of the world uses them 
today, 

The first coins were crude, ham- 
mered affairs, uneven in shape, fre- 
quently lumpy in form, and not very 
attractive looking by today’s stan- 
dards. They are, however very im- 
portant, for they throw light on the 
domestic and political economies of 
past civilizations, on their histories, 
and ways of life. 

Throughout the ages the practice 
has been to bury, or hide coin hoards 
for safe keeping. This practice en- 
ables us today to unearth quantities 
of these early records of civilization. 
Many present day collectors marvel 
that coins, thousands’ of years old, 
can_be purchased so reasonably. It 
is the hoards that were hidden away 
that make these ancient coins so 
available. True there are some 
rare varieties, but the majority are 
reasonably obtained. 

The commerce of early civiliza- 
tions is easily traced through coins. 

The finds of Roman_sold coins of 
the early Empire, in India, in con- 
siderable quantity, corroborate 
Pliny’s reference to the tremendous 
drain on Rome of gold to pay for 
imported Indian luxuries. Again, a 
find of many Arab silver coins in

Scandinavia explains the purchase of 
furs, etc., for ‘wealthy Arabian rul- 
ers. 

As time progressed, certain types 
of coin designs came to be well 
known, particularly among the more 
illiterate peoples. We find an early 
instance of this in the general accep- 
tance of the tetradrachm of Alexan- 
der the Great, and of Athens, It, be- 
came the accepted coin throughout 
the civilized world, principally due 
to its fineness and uniformity in met- 
allic value. 

During the Middle Ages the widely 
accepted coin was the dinar of the 
Caliphs. Later the ducat of Venice 
dominated. Such popularity gave the 
issuers great prosperity, as can be 
noted through references of history. 


Even in our times, the Mexican 8 
real piece was the generally accepted 
coin of trade in China. The Maria 
Theresa Thaler, dated 1780, and 
coined with that date from time to 
time until a few years ago, was the 
generally accepted unit of trade in 
Ethiopia and other Central African 
states. It seems that once a design 
was known to be of good quality, 
the ignorant would accept that one 
and no substitute. 

Going back to the time of Alexan- 
der the Great, of Macedon, we find 
his designs so popular, they were 
copied by many. Even the early tet- 
radrachms of the Ptolemies have a 
head design similar to Alexanders. 


Designs in coinage from earliest 
times steadily increased in beauty, 
reaching a peak during the Greek 
civilizations. Many Greek coins, and 
coins struck under their influence, are 
most beautiful. Well centered, with 
good die work, and good artistic de- 
sign, perfect specimens of these are 
a pleasure to observe. 


Early Roman _ coinages_ closely 
copied the Greek. But Roman coinage 
started a long, slow decline as the 
Roman Empire decayed, Finally, Ro- 
man coinage ended up ‘with the de- 
based and poorly struck little Antoni- 
niani of the last emperors. With the 
collapse of the Roman Empire, and 
the coming of the Dark Ages, then 
the Middle Ages, coins were at their 
lowest ebb. 


At first, they crudely imitated the 
last inferior coins of Rome. Many 


centuries elapsed before their designs 
began to improve. I believe the first 
to show improvement were the ear- 
ly thalers of the Middle European 
States. Later came the English coins 
struck with the new system intro- 


duced by Thomas Simon _ under 
Charles II. 

From then on, coin designs 
throughout Europe steadily improved 
until World War I. While our own 
coinages are still beautiful, I believe 
the majority of European designs 
and coinages have declined. Today, 
most European coins are “pieces of 
utility” with little artistic beauty to 
them. 

We wonder if we are not again liv- 
ing through an era in which coins 
reflect civilizations of the times. Ex- 
amine the present day coins of de- 
feated and down-trodden nations. 
Compare them with prosperous coun- 
tries. The story is there.

Letters of U. S. Grant 


By DORIS H. 


As we celebrate the birthday of 
our eighteenth president, Hiram 
Ulysses Grant, this month, I would 
like to bring some of his letters to 
the attention of HOBBIES readers. 

Three excellent letters of war date 
were sold at Parke-Bernet Galleries 
during November, 1956. The first, an 
A.L.S. of 1% pp., 4to, is addressed 
to Major Gen. J. B. McPherson, com- 
manding the 17th Army Corps. Grant 
is writing on the day after the sur- 
render of Vicksburg: 


“Headquarters of the Tenn., near 
Vicksburg, July 5th, 1863,”  re- 
garding instructions on officers and 
citizens leaving Vicksburg. 

“When families of officers or 
citizens wish to leave the city either 
with or after the Confederate Ar- 
my leaves, and have private car- 
riages of their own they may be 
permitted to do so... Col. Dickery 
having no horse but one captured 
from our army at Champion Hill, 
and he having been reclaimed since 
the surrender of Vicksburg, you 
may direct your quartermaster to 
deliver him another from any of 
the captured animals... .” 

This letter fetched $300. 


The second A.L.S. 3 pp., 4to, from 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, is dated No- 
vember 18, 1863, five days before the 
Battle of Lookout Mountain. On the 
twenty-third Hooker, Sherman, and

Thomas were to drive Bragg from 
Lookout Mountain and on the twen- 
ty fifth, Thomas was to put Bragg 
to rout from Missionary Ridge. How- 
ever, on the eighteenth matters looked 
bleak to Grant for he writes to Colo- 
nel John Riggin, Jr.: 


“, .. When I arrived here every- 
thing was in a desperate situation. 
The Army was being supplied with 
wagons over a desperately bad 
mountain road seventy miles in 
length. Teams could not get 
through with more than six hun- 
dred pounds each and but very 
few mules even lived to make the 
second trip. Artillery horses were 
entirely gone or so reduced that all 
left could not more than move one 
piece to each battery. The enemy 
staring us in the face, with their 
pickets and ours not one hundred 
yards apart, have been able to 
send Longstreet off, before my eyes, 
and I have not been able to move a 
foot to stop his advance up the 
Tennessee Valley against Burnside. 


“Things have changed now how- 
ever, We have got the river be- 
low Lookout Mountain and steamer 
to bring up supplies from the rail- 
road terminus to within eight miles 
of Chattanooga. If Burnside can 
hold out a few days longer, we 
will be all right. The wires are 
cut between Louisville and him, so 
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that I have not heard from him 
since yesterday morning. 

“There wil! be a big fight here, 
of general skeedadle of the enemy 
before you receive this. I am tired 
of the proximity of the enemy and 
do not intend to stand it if it can 
be helped... .” 

This important letter brought $575. 


The third A.L.S., 1% pp., 4to, 
is dated November 24, 1863, from 
“Head Quarters, Mil. Div. of the 
Miss., Chattanooga, Tenn.” It is ad- 
dressed to Major General G. H. 
Thomas and reads in part: 


“General Sherman carried Mis- 
sionary Ridge as far as the tunnel 
with only slight skirmishing. His 
right now rests at the tunnel and 
on top of the hill; his left at Chicka- 
mauga Creek. I have ordered Gen- 
eral Sherman to advance as soon 
as it is light in the morning, and 
your attack, which will be simul- 
taneous, will be in cooperation. ... 
If Hooker’s present position in the 
mountain can be maintained with 
a small force . . . it would be ad- 
visable for him to move up the 
valley with all the force he can 


spare... .” 
(The sum of $550 was paid for this 
letter. 


Grant carried on a large corres- 
pondence during the war, but all of 
it was not written in the heat of bat- 
tle. There recently came to my desk 
a very charming letter of Grant to 
E. B. Washburn, in reply to a re- 
quest for a battle trophy for. Wash- 
burn’s son. Dated November 6, 1864, 
the letter is from City Point, Virgi- 
nia, a Union base on the James River 
through which came most of the svp- 
plies for Grant’s army engaged in 
the siege of Petersburg. Grant writes: 

“Your letter of the 24th asking

for a pass for C----- to visit this 
place came duly to hand and was 
thrust in my pocket to answer im- 
mediately. Somehow, I forgot. it 
until today in trying to get up 
even with all the letters which 1 
thought ought to be answered I 
examined my coat pockets to find 
if there was anything there _and 
found among others yours. This is 
rather a poor excuse but it is the 
fact and I have none other. I shall 
be very glad to see Mr. C----- and 
enclose to you the pass. 


“T received a letter last evening 
fron your little son asking me for 
some trophy of the battlefield, to 
be sent by his father, which he 
might keep. I have a revolver 
taken at Fort Donelson and car- 
ried by me from Shiloh to the pres- 
ent time, generally in my trunk, 
which I will send to you by first 
opportunity to give him. 

“We have no special news here. 
The enemy made a slight night at- 
tack last night and were badly pun- 
ished in a small way. 

“Yours truly, 
“U, S. Grant, Lt. Gen.” 


After Grant’s terms as president 
and his tumultuous world tour, he re- 
tired and lived in New York. How- 
ever, the private banking house in 
which he had invested his funds be- 
came bankrupt and Grant was obliged 
to turn to writing as a source of in- 
come. He wrote a few articles on the 
Civil War and then he started work- 
ing on his “Personal Memoirs.” It 
was Mark Twain who arranged for 
the publication of “Personal Mem- 
oirs” so that Grant and his family 
would receive what Twain thought 
was the full market value. The story 
of Twain’s assistance to Grant is

told in ‘Twain’s “Autobiography.” 
Grant had teard that Sherman’s 
profits on his “Memoirs” were $25,000 
and Grant wondered if he could get 
that much out of his book. Twain 
predicted that Grant’s book would 
sell 600,000 single copies. He predict- 
ed accurately as 300,000 sets of two 
volumes each were sold. 

Grant was engaged in writing his 
memoirs during his last illness and 
finished the manuscript only four 
days before his death on July 28, 
1885. The “Personal Memoirs” first 
appeared the following December. 
Within a few months after Publica- 
tion Mrs. Grant had received over 
$350,000, the largest amount re-

of any single literary work. The to- 
tal sales netted over $500,000 to Mrs. 
Grant. Distinguished by its direct- 
ness and unassuming manner, the 
“Personal Memoirs” is an American 
classic. Mark Twain thought so high- 
ly of Grant’s book that he compared it 
with Caesar’s “Commentaries.” In 
his “Autobiography” on June 1, 1906, 
Twain wrote: “I placed the two books 
side by side upon the same high 
level, and I still think that they be- 
long there.” 

Letters, documents, pages of man- 
uscript, and photographs of Grant 
come frequently on the maguscript 
market and are eagerly sought as 
mementoes of a great man and an

mentalism, and humbug and included 
magical apparatus developed by Jo- 
hann N. Hofzinger, the 19th century 
Austrian magician. 

The Library has one of the most 
comprehensive research collections 
in the country on magic, legerdemain, 
occult sciences, and related subjects. 
The exhibit, however, was drawn 
largely from two collections. One is 
the John J. and Hanna M. McManus 
and Morris N. and Chesley V. Young 
library of about 20,000 books, manu- 
scripts, posters, and scrapbooks giv- 
en to the Library in May, 1956. The 
other is the collection of Harry Hou- 
dini, received in 1927 as a bequest 
from the famous magician, whose 
real name was Erich Weiss. 

The- earliest item displayed was 
Malleus Maleficarum (The Hammer 
of Evil-Doers), a code issued by 
Pope Innocent VIII in 1484 to sup- 
press witchcraft. The copy was print- 
ed by Peter Drach at Speier in Ger- 
many about 1492. The first (London, 


1584) edition of Reginald Scot’s The * 


Discouerie of Witchcraft, a brilliant 
exposure of popular superstitions a- 
bout witchcraft, wasalso shown; it 
was the first work to describe careful- 
ly methods of conjuring and legerde- 
main. Scot was answered by King 
James I of England in a scurrilous 
blast, Daemonologie (London, 1603). 


British volumes on conjuring and 
magic included an edition of Thom- 
as Hill’s Legerdemain ... and Hocus 
Pocus Improved (London, ca. 1710) ; 
the second edition (London, 1635) 
of Hocus Pocus Junior; Henry Dean’s 
The Whole Art of Legerdemain (Lon- 
don. 1768; Glasgow, 1773), which was 
the standard magic text for over a 
century; Natural Magic (London, 
1785) by Philip Astley, a magician 
and the founder of modern circuses; 
and the Whole Art of Legerdemain 
(1815) by Thomas Ingleby, a noted 
English conjurer. 


The earliest original American book 
devoted primarily to magic tricks, 
William Frederick Pinchbeck’s The 
Exzposttor (Boston, 1805), was shown. 
What is probably the first American 
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book on ventriloquism, Ventriloquism 
Explained (Amherst, Mass., 1834), 
a careful history of the art, was also 
displayed along with A. B. Eng- 
strom’s The Hum°rous Magician Un- 
masked (Philadelphia, 1836), issued 
to assuage the public’s curiosity about 
what was behind “magic.” 

Gli Artifitios; et Curiosi Moti Spi- 
ritali di Herrone (Ferrara, 1589), 
originally written about 150 B.C. by 
Heron of Alexandria, Egypt, a math- 
ematician and mechanic who ex- 
plained the automata effects used by 
priest-magicians in Greek temples, 
was among the foreign-language 
works in the show, Holland was rep- 
resented by Simon Witgeest’s The 
Book of Natural Magic or the Ihea- 
tre of Tricks (Amsterdam, 1682), one 
of the most complete treatises on con- 
juring in any language up to that 
date. From early conjuring literature 
in Spanish comes Pablo Minguet é 
Irol’s Enganos a Ojos Vistas (Decep- 
tions in Plain Sight), published at 
Madrid in 1783. Spiritualism is the 
subject of L. Lavater’s De Spectris 
(Geneva, 1570). The translation of 
1572 is probably the first book of its 
kind in English, and it is said to 
have been used by Shakespeare when 
writing the ghost scene in Hamlet. 

There were several entertaining 
books by or about celebrated conjur- 
ors and magicians, such as the world- 
renowned John Henry Anderson 
(1814-74) ; Jean Eugene Robert-Hou- 
din (1805-71), called “the Father of 
Modern Magic,” from whom Harry 
Houdini took his name; and Henry 
Kellar, whom his fellow magicians 
called “The Dean.” 

It is not generally known that one 
of the many subjects Benjamin Fran- 
klin explored was the “occult sci- 
ences.” While in France .as Amer- 
ican minister, he was one of a num- 
ber of scientists appointed by King 
Louis XVI to investigate the then 
much-discussed topic of “animal mag- 
netism.” Their report, published at 
Paris in 1785, was displayed. 

A portion of the exhibit was de- 
voted to books by Harry Houdini, who

It is said that this 
periodical was issued to forestall the 
publication of “The American Maga- 
zine and Historical Chronicle,’ pro- 
posals for which had been issued the 
previous January, although the first 
number did not appear until October. 
This was published by Samuel Eliot 
and Joshua Blanchard. However, it 
was printed by Rogers and Fowle, 
‘who soon became its proprietors. 

The story of Rogers and Fowle’s 
opposition to “The American Maga- 
zine” can be found in a letter, prob- 
ably written by Jeremy Gridley (sign- 
ed J. G. etc.) in “The Boston Weekly 
News Letter” of March 17, 1743. The 
letter claimed the conflict was over 
religious issues while others believe 
that Rogers and Fowle were afraid 
the new magazine might be printed 
in Philadelphia. Rogers and Fowle 
were printers of pamphlets support- 
ing the conservative group and were 
antagonistic to Kneeland and Green, 
publishers of “The Christian His- 
tory,” which appeared three days 
after the first issue of “The Boston 
Weekly Magazine.” 

Rogers and Fowle published Wil- 
liam Douglas’s historical “Summary” 
in 1747 and in 1755 they issued a 
reprint from the London edition of 
E. Haskes’ “Present State of North 
America” both of which showed that 
the colonists were trying to justify 
their desire to expand and seeking 
to awaken British sentiment across 
the ozean. 


Wigglesworth’s “The Day of Doom” 
was probably the most widely read 
volume of American noetry down to 
the time of Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow. Mose Coit Tyler wrote of this 
poet: “In contemporaneous renown, 
far above all other verse writers of 
the colonial time, was Michael Wig- 
glesworth, the explicit and unshrink- 
ing rhymer of the Five Points of 
Calvinism, a poet who so perfectly 
uttered in verse the religious faith 
and emotions of Puritan New Eng- 
land that, for more than a hundred 
years, his writings had _ universal 
diffusion there, and a popular in- 
fluence only inferior to that of the 
Bible and the Shorter Catechism.” 

Of his work “Meat out of the 
Eater” is now the rarest. Of the 6th 
edition, New London, 1670, printed 
by T. Green, there are copies in the 
Boston Public Library, the American 
Antiquarian Society at Worcester, 
and a third was offered for sale in 
1954 for $150.’ Of the first edition 
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no copies are known to exist. Three 
complete copies of the 4th edition 
and about a dozen of the fifth have 
been located.

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FIREARMS 


The FORT MUSEUM at Fort St. 
George, Madras, India, has recently 
been renovated and has an extremely 
fine hall of arms and armour. The 
building was originally constructed in 
1792, as an “Exchange“ for the free 
merchants of that British Settlement. 
The present display hall contains 
much in the way of weapons of war, 
regimental colors, uniforms and paint- 
ings of the period many of them de- 
picting events which took place in 
the area. One very effective display 
shows large size sketches, chiefly line 
drawings, of troops (or a trooper), 
handling the various obsolete weap- 
ons which are fastened onto the ex- 
hibit panels in places corresponding 
to their hands, bodies, etc. People 
visiting the museum thus have a 
pretty good idea as to how some of 
these “strange” weapons were used. 
The pride of the exhibition is an oil 
painting depicting the Storming of 
Seringapatam by Robert Kerr Por- 
ter. Many of the weapons shown in 
the painting are on display in the 
museum itself. 





A new Roman Gallery was recent- 
ly opened at the Grosvenor Museum 
in Chester, England, featuring the 
Roman Soldier and the Garrisons 
which lived in the vicinity of a pe- 
riod of three hundred years. Of par- 
ticular interest is the model of a le- 
gionary soldier, life size and diessed 
in an accurate, full fighting equip- 
ment. In addition to a diorama show-

ing a legionary fortress, there are 
charts. What was most interesting 
was a chart showing legionary organ- 
ization. To break this down it showed 
that the army unit, which was small- 
est, consisted of eight men who com- 
prised a tent party, these men shared 
a tent, camp kettle and millstones 
which were carried by a mule, In bar- 
racks they shared two rooms for 
equipment and sleeping. Ten tent par- 
ties or 80 men comprised a century 
which was commanded by a centu- 
rion and six centuries comprised in 
turn one cohort or 480 men. A le- 
gion had 10 cohorts, but since the 
first cohort consisted of six double 
centuries and there were also at- 
tached to the unit 120 horsemen the 
total fighting strength of the legion 
was some 5400 men. Somehow, some- 
where J had the impression that the 
legion strength operated in the de- 
cimals and that a century had 100 
men, the cohort 1000 and so on; but 
this doesn’t seem to be the case.

These, unfortunately, 
were often weird in shape and com- 
plicated to make or duplicate. So it 
is with some interest that we learn 
that a Theodore P. Cole, 457 Ella 
Street, Wilkinsburg, Pittsburgh 21, 
Pa., is now supplying specific springs 
for a great many of the U.S. Mar- 
tial and Secondary Martials weapons. 





Modern technology makes use of 
the firearms maker’s knowledge and 
know-how, but we see more and more 
often that non-armament maker 
plants are now designing and pro- 
ducing weapons. Such is the case of 
the Fairchild Engine and Airplane 
Corp. which has recently produced 
the AR5, a 30.5 inch, 2% pound rifle, 
that will float when the aluminum 
barrel is stored in the plastic stock. 
It will be used in survival kits by 
the Air Force. Also being tested by 
the Army is Fairchild’s AR10, a 6.85 
pound automatic rifle.

A Pistol By A. Knetzel of 
Pilsen, Bohemia 
(Illustrated) 


Though now known as an arms 
center there are relatively few re- 
corded gunmakers with products or- 
iginating there. Nothing is at hand 
on Knetzel, but working in what was 
then a small town, he may be an 
obscure gunmaker indeed. ‘This pis- 
tol with its saw-handle is probably 
a salon or parlor piece both be- 
cause, of its construction, small cali- 
ber of .25, lack of rifling and ex- 
tremely short barrel which would 
not be conducive to any accuracy. It 
is a muzzle-loader, but a “breech- 
capper” if we could coin a special 
name. The loading and firing are 
briefly as follows: 


" Powder is dropped into muzzle 
end. 

2. Ball inserted. 

3. Small thumbpiece on right side 
just behind short barrel is turned to 
horizontal position. This brings into 
view the percussion nipple which is 
then capped, and returned to original 
position. 

4. Striker or hammer is pulled 
back by means of two _ projecting 
eal sticking outward from bar- 
rel. 

“5. Gun is aimed and fired. 
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“Recipe for a rocket, A.D, 1280. In 
A.D. 1280 assan er-Rammah of Ara- 
bia proposed that a “self moving 
egg” could be made by joining two 
flat pans together, filling this with 
an incendiary mixture, adding a tail 
and two rockets. 


Gun dealer, Ira Moody of McGre- 
gor, Ia., owns a French revolver dat- 
ing back to the turn of the century. 
Besides being a highly decorated 
piece it bears the historical distinc- 
tion of having been presented to Vic- 
tor Herbert, the American composer, 
by its maker, K. X. Geering of Paris. 








During World War I armies used 
two types of hand grenades, the de- 
fensive and offensive. These were 
made for the same purpose of killing 
or wounding the enemy, but in that 
war of the trenches, the defensive 
was usually of a more lethal type 
and of the fragmentation variety. It 
was necessary, however, to throw this 
missile from behind some protection 
because the fragments traveled far 
enough to strike the thrower. In an 
advance movement it was impossible 
many times to make use of such a 
weapon and a thing called the offen- 
sive grenade was devised. This usu- 
ally depended on the effects of con- 
cussion or of sheet metal to cause 
wounding or death. A grenade of this 
sort was the American paper lam- 
inated grenade which depended on the 
flame and concussion of the explosion 
for its killing effect. This was capable 
of killing a man within three yards 
of where it exploded. It was made of 
laminated paper spirally wound and 
waterproofed with paraffin. The top 
of the grenade was fitted with a me- 
tallic portion which was die cast and 
which contained the pin and firing 
mechanism. By the time the Armistice 
had been signed they were being man- 
ufactured at the rate of 60,000 per 
day and some 6,000,000 had been de- 
livered.

GUNS AND ANTIQUES. Interested in 
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NOTED COLLECTIONS 
ON DISPLAY 


Romance and adventure of frontier 
days was revealed in a recent ex- 
hibition of “Guns of the Frontier 
West” at the Rochester, N. Y. Muse- 
um of Arts and Sciences. 

The collection of firearms was lent 
by Dr. John A. Leermakers, assist- 
ant director of Kodak Research Lab- 
eratories and Anthony A. Fidd, both 
avid gun collectors, and experts on 
the subject. 

Guns in the collection date from 
1540 to 1885 and according to Muse- 
um Director W. Stephen Thomas they 
are among the finest collections in 
the country and the largest from the 
standpoint of different types. 

A wheellock, flintlock, pistols, dag- 
ger, rapier, silver mounted spurs and 
a powder horn reflect the period of 
the Spanish Conquistadors from 1540- 
1700. The Lewis and Clark Expedi- 
tion of 1803-1806 is included in the 
collection, with muskets, rifles, a 
sword and pistols. Rifles, Indian trade 
guns, muskets, knives, hatchets and 
a bear trap tell the story of Moun- 
tain Men and the Fur Trade of 1830- 
1850. Plains rifles, pistols, revolvers, 
gold scales, nuggets and a miner’s 
pack portray the period 1846-1855 and 
the Oregon Trail and thé -California 
Gold Rush. Indian Wars ‘and Indian 
Fighting of 1860-1880 is shown in the 
collection of rifles, shotguns, revol- 
vers and the bow and arrow. 

Gambler’s guns and ladies’ guns are 
interestingly shown with clothing ac- 
cessories of the period. Guns in the 
exhibit are identified as to maker and 
date and sometimes the user whose 
name is famed with the rousing days 
of the opening of the west.

California Pipes 


By CHARLES MILES 


California has one clear culture

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In the Pomo country just north of 
San Francisco Bay, and apparently 
extending into northwestern Califor- 
nia, a rather odd wooden pipe was 
used, This has a long, slender stem, 
abruptly blossoming into a stubby 
bulbous bowl—the whole pipe being 
in one piece, While credited to a cen- 
ter in the Pomo area this style of 
pipe is illustrated as part of the Ray 
collection from the Hupa country in 
northwestern California. The extent 
of its use is uncertain because, being 
perishable, it does not occur archaeo- 
logically. 


The typical south coastal type is a 
convex tube with its mouth end pro- 
portionately smaller than the bowl 
and undecorated. The interior is some- 
times scooped out for so much of 
the length as to create a very large 
bowl space and it is suspected that 
such specimens may have been used 
to blow smokes, rather than for con- 
ventional smoking, hence they have 
been dubbed “cloud blowers.” 


Southern California desert Indians, 
while using their Southwest Indian 
culture trait of making pottery, de- 
veloped a form of pottery pipe pecu- 
liar to their area—a bent tube form 
with a pierced fin at the elbow. Their 
trick of bending tubes, incidentally, 
affected some of the stone pipes of 
their maritime neighbors, the Chu- 
mash. 


Pipes in the other areas are ex- 
tensions of their extra California cul- 
ture areas; pottery pipes in the south- 
east, and elbow pipes, sometimes of 
Plains character, in the northeast. 


Small leather bags or pouches were 
used to carry the wood and stone 
pipes of the lower Klamath Indians. 
Indians of this area also made small 
tobacco baskets with lids and a draw- 
string fastening, 


Inasmuch as all California pipes 
(except some in the northeastern 
part of the state) were of the tube 
form smoking was done leaning 
back or lying down. Most of it was 
for recreation, but pipes were part 
of ceremonial and Shamanistic activ- 
ities also. In the southern central val- 
ley area (Yokuts) chewing tobacco 
was popular to the extent of making 
pipes from that area comparatively 
rare. 


Except in a few cases in the 
southern coastal (Chumash and Ga- 
brielino) area and still fewer in the 
central valley, California pipes were 


not decorated beyond the rings and. 


bands at the mouth of the northern 
valley pipes.

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Steatite of various colors, but most- 
ly shiny black, was the material used 
for the stone pipes. 

Generally speaking the rarity of 
California pipes is about the same as 
that of eastern pipes. Archaeological 
specimens will continue to augment 
those now known but the pipes of 
ethnological character (the wooden 
ones of the northwest areas) have had 
their day and will only become scarcer 
as existing specimens are destroyed. 


EXOTIC MINERALS USED 
BY THE INDIANS 


Minerals used by New York In- 
dians were recently placed on display 
in the hall of natural history on the 
first floor of Rochester Museum of 
Arts and Sciences by Charles F. 
Wray, Museum Fellow and member 
of the mineral section of the Roch- 
ester Academy of Science. 

Shown with the minerals were ex- 
amples of things made from them 
by the Indians. These included 
arrow heads, pipes, made from dif- 
ferent types of stone, and adzes and 
other objects used in ceremonials. 
Each was shown with an _ actual 
specimen of the mineral from which 
it was made. 

Interesting is the fact that not all 
minerals came from New York State; 
some came from a distance of nearly 
2000 miles. Minerals, according to 
Wray, were bartered, traded and 
transported thousands of miles by 
foot and canoe to satisfy the In- 
dians craving for this exotic material. 

Plentiful supplies of hematite 
used by local Indians to make pig- 
ment and war paint was found in the 
Genesee River gorge and along the 
lake front. 

Mineral specimens shown included 
native copper from Northern Michi- 
gan, catlinite quarried in Minnesota, 
steatite from Virginia and Maryland, 
obsidian from the Rockies. chalce- 
dony from Ohio, jasper and rhyolite 
from Pennsylvania and New Jersey; 
pyrite from Vermont, biotite and 
muscovite from Canada, and from 
New York - quartz, quartzite, flint, 
and calcite.

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INDIAN WAR DANCE 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Buried was the bloody hatchet, 
Buried was the dreadful war club, 
Buried were all war-like weapons, 
And the war-cry was forgotten. 
Then was peace among the nations. 


Longfellow-Hiawatha. 


Dancing is one of the most import- 
ant of the aboriginal ceremonies, and 
there was practically no tribe in 
which it was not practiced. There 
were dances of War, Peace, the Pipe 
Dance, the Green Corn Dance, and a 
dance called Wabana which means 
“it is twilight.” There was also the 
Mourning of the Dead. 

Each dance is peculiar to the oc- 
casion, though to an outsider they 
appear similar. In the war dance, the 
braves used more red and black paint, 
the peace dance is a display of white 
and green, and the dance of the dead 
is black. The paint is applied ac- 
cording to the taste of the individual 
and it rarely happens that two of a 
group are made up alike. 

The music is a hum-drum thumping 
with sticks on a drum, accompanied 
by the voices of the dancers and the 
rattling of gourds containing pebbles 
or the jingling of small bells or 
pieces of tin worn as ornaments. 

The War Dances are pantomines 
representing incidents of warfare and 
the dancers are warriors, either great 
men of the tribe or great men of the 
day. The allusions are to the heroic 
deeds either of these men, or their an- 
cestors, or to some danger that over- 
shadows the tribe, or acts of violence 
to’ be perpetrated. 

This is a great ceremony, and it is 
conducted with all seriousness. The 
dancers go around in a circle, their

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bodies bent forward, uttering low, 
dismal syllabic sounds. The songs 
allude to some great event, and the 
object of the dance is to keep alive 
the recollection of the same. 

Keokuk, chief of the Saukies was 
considered a great dancer due to his 
oratorical talents which he used on 
such occasions. Shaumonekussee, the 
Oto Chief, provided humor for these 
events which was applauded by both 
chiefs and warnors.

Chipped “Mule Ear” 
Artifacts Of Unknown Purpose 
Mule Ear or De Chutes, chipped 

points (not to be confused with the 
common triangular or NBb 
point, since one tang is always larger 
and longer than the other and some- 


times formed differently) are found 
commonly along the Columbia River 
below Celilo, and especially below the 
Cascades. Its unsymmetrical shape is 
intentional. About half the specimens 
found have this larger tang broken 
off, showing it had some definite use. 

Some collectors think it is a fish 
spear but others say this point would 
not hold a fish since it has no special 
method of hafting, and usually it is 
flaked sharp all around including the 
base. 

Points having no provision for bind- 
ing to a shaft are sometimes called 
war points as the point would stay 
in the wound when the shaft was 
withdrawn. Others think ‘warfare was 
not common enough to the Western 
tribes to account for the large num- 
ber of these Mule Ear or De Chutes 
points.

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California, the golden state, .with 
its state flower, the golden poppy, 
the state with a story-book name, 
with its 1000 miles of coast line and 
its great harbors, its snow capped 
mountains in the North and its palm 
shaded southern border, its long 
Spanish history, its gold rush, its mis- 
sions, and its movie industry—Cali- 
fornia, with its long record as a 
tourist state, is and has been one of 
our most prolific producers of post 
ecards, There are many cards, many 
publishers, many land marks and at- 
tractions both natural and _ historic, 
many events that have been commem- 
orated on post cards, and many peo- 
ple interested in distributing and ex- 
changing these cards. 

California is the home of several 
large post card collections, a number 
of interested collectors, and several 
good clubs for collectors. Also, there 
is hardly an old album or accumula- 
tion of cards to be found anywhere 
that does not contain at least a few 
California views. 

Probably most popular among the 
older California views are those made 
by Edward H. Mitchell. Mitchell 
made scenes of the entire west coast, 
of such events as the World Fair at 
Seattle, Washington, in 1909, and the 
fair at San Francisco, California, in 
1915. They also made views of fruits, 
and flowers, of China Town, and the 
Missions. Mitchell also made many 
cards for other companies on the 
West Coast. 

Detroit and Fred Harvey also cov- 
ered California with a post card 
blanket. Then Kropp, Curteich, and 
Longshaw were outstanding among 
the producers of California cards 
during World War II. Now Union 
Oil, Mike Roberts, and H. S. Crocker 
have done the whole state all over 
again in gorgeous modern chrome 
cards,

California, The Post Card State

San Francisco,. Santa Catalina, San 
Jose, Pasadena, Glendale, Berkeley, 
Long Beach, Sacramento, Oakland, 
the Universities, Navy Bases, bridges, 
Chinatown, National Parks, the Red- 
woods, and Death Valley. 

Among outstanding views, are a 
number of the mile long “Street of 
the Christmas Trees” at Altadena. 
The trees are Himalayan cedars, 
known as “Deodars” (Trees of God). 
They were planted in 1885, on each 
side of what is now Santa Rosa 
Avenue. The Kiwanis Club of Pasa- 
dena began lighting these trees in 
1920. 

At Berkeley which is a beautiful 
city in its own right is the campus 
of the University of California at 
Berkeley. There are old views of the 
Hearst Greek Theater. Two differ- 
ent views show plays in progress, at- 
tended by capacity audiences. One 
shows a close-up of the stage with 
the cast of 2 Greek Play. Many old 
cards show the heavily wooded cam- 
pus, the botanical gardens, Straw- 
berry Creek with its rustic bridges, 
the Eucalyptus Grove, Birds Eye 
View from the Campanile, the Libra- 
ry, California Hall, Newman Hall, 
Hearst Memorial Mining Building, 
Mechanics Building, Faculty club, Se- 
nior Women’s Hall, Sather Gate, the 
Campanile, Memorial Stadium, and 
International House. Most of those 
in our collection are Albertype, Mitch- 
ell, and Longshaw cards. 

Each town in California has beau- 
tiful Civie buildings, lovely parks, 
fountains, and tree lined avenues. 
Cards of this type from ~.Beverly 
Hills are from Western. Publishing 
Co. and Gardner-Thompson. “ 

A.set of beautiful hand-painted Al- 
bertype cards picture lovely Carmel- 
by-the-Sea, its picturesque houses in 
the highlands, its cypress trees and 
white sandy beach, 

Old cards picture the Coronado Ho- 
tel and the tent city near San Diego. 
This Hotel is unbelievable to mod- 
erns. How large a building could you 
make out of wood? How steep a roof? 








How many floors under the roof? 
How did they heat the place? And 
the tent city! This must have been a 


forerunner of our modern trailer 
parks. Sometimes the old cards have 
been labeled with the names of little 
towns, then these same towns being 
later incorporated into fast growing 
cities, the same views will show on 
newer cards as from a city of differ- 
ent name. Thus one needs a few file 
cards to give cross references in a 
post card file. 

Death Valley, which on the cards 
looks as beautiful as Arizona’s Paint- 
ed Desert, is a large area of badly 
eroded land with heavy and valuable 
deposits of minerals and chemicals. 
This entire area, below sea level, was 
supposedly at one time a boiling lake. 
Its beauty is eerie and colorful. 

The Desert which blooms in Cali- 
fornia is the subject of many lovely 
cards, Among these views are: Santa 
Clara Valley with its thousands of 
prune trees in bloom; fields abloom 
with Yucca; fields of golden poppies; 
date palms and flowers; flower beds 
and snow-banks; verbenas in the sand 
dunes; wild flowers in Kern Coun- 
ty; fields of poinsettias; lupine; 
the American Sahara; lettuce fields; 
orange groves; creosote bushes; de- 
sert cactus; Palo Verde and Smoke 
trees; and many other views of wild 
or cultivated flowers where once was 
desert. 

Highway views are many and in- 
clude Donner Bridge and Lake; Ridge 
Route (many views); Los Angeles 
to Bakersfield; along the Palisades; 
Newhall Tunnell; Highway near Nee- 
dles; Carmel-San Sifheon Highway; 
old plank road and new highway 
{across sand dunes. 

Hollywood has many well known 
views, also many of the same views 
appear among the Los Angeles cards. 
Some of these well known views are: 
Earl-Carroll’s Restaurant and Thea- 
ter and the Wall of Fame; the Brown 
Derby; Grauman’s Chinese Theater 


and the famous Floor of Fame at 
Grauman’s; N B C at Sunset and 
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£7 The Mouse of Poms Winds, Monterey. Cablornie

; Mulholland Drive and Lake 
Hollywood; Hollywood Dam; the Far- 
mers Market; Air View; World Pre- 
miere Night; Hollywood Boulevard; 
several views of Hollywood Bowl 
(symphonies, Easter morning, etc.) ; 
Entrance to Hollywood Bowl, etc. One 
old view of Hollywood Bowl was 
made before the shell or seats were 
made. It shows a band playing in the 
open, and thousands of people stand- 
ing on the slopes of the surrounding 
hills. There are also views of the 
Bowl when it was newly built; a 
close-up of the Bowl; night scenes at 
the Bowl; Pilgrimage Bow]; and San- 
ta Claus Lane with a Christmas Par- 
ade passing! also a number of views 
of Hollywood’s famed and beautiful 
Japanese Gardens. 

La Jolla with its rocky coast line 
and its turbulent surf is pictured on 
Albertype, Spectra-Color, and hand- 
painted, gold-bordered cards by Fred 
Martin. [This section of California, 
North of San Diego, is known as 
the American Riviera. It furnishes 
many interesting views on cards. 

Laguna Beach views are beautiful, 
showing a rocky coast and small pro- 
tected Coves. Comparison between old 
and new cards amazes one. The 
growth of the Southern Coast of 
California is spectacular, and new 
views are replacing the old ones at 
an amazing rate. 

On the Nevada border, Lake Ta- 
hoe is a well known and interesting 
resort area. This lake is especially 
beautiful, surrounded by steep moun- 
tains which it mirrors in its deep 
waters and from which it receives 
water from the melting snows and 
glaciers. Lake Tahoe and Emerald 
Bay, a specially beautiful part of 
the lake, are reached by a scenic 
drive from Sacramento. It has long 
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been a popular resort for vacation- 
ers and fishermen, as witnessed by the 
many large rustic taverns along the 
shore, 

One of California’s oldest sea shore 
resorts is Long Beach. The views re- 
mind one of Atlantic City, for there 
are huge hotels and enormous piers. 
Among the newer cards are views of 
the rainbow pier which surrounds 
three sides of the auditorium. On one 
side of this pier is a large platform 
where meets daily ‘the Spit and Ar- 
gue Club.” This is an open forum 
where anyone can air his views—can 
defend or debate anything under the 
sun, whether politics, religion, edu- 
cation, sociology, or what not. 

The older cards of Long Beach 
make much of the pleasantness of the 
beach “every day in the year.” There 
are also aerial views, library, audi- 
torium, churches, parks, skyline day 
and night, civic center, public mar- 
ket, Navy landing. The beach scenes 
show people fully clothed in long- 
skirted bathing suits, riding the 
breakers. 

Many of our old cards of the Los 
Angeles area have returned to Cali- 
fornia to be exchanged for old Flor- 
ida views. However, we have a few 
of the older ones. Among them is an 
M. Rieder view of the Mt. Lowe In- 
cline, Los Angeles and Pacific Rail- 
way, with an open, three-tiered ob- 
servation car named the Echo. Other 
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cards by M. Rieder are the Plaza and 
Mission Church; East Lake Park and 
the date palms; Winter in East Lake 
Park; Casa Verdugo near Los An- 
geles; Looking North from Fourth 
Street (with street cars, wagons, and 
pedestrians). Newman cards show: 
Birds Eye View of Los Angeles; Da- 
tura Tree or “Angels Trumpet”; 
Broadway (with street cars and a 
few early automobiles); Los Angeles 
High School; a Los Angeles Pigeon 
Farm; old fashioned interior of Ho- 
tel Lamkerehim. Cards by Cardinal-

Griffith Park (more different views of 
this than of any other L.A. scene) ; 
Elks Club from Westlake Park; Wil- 
shire Boulevard and Westlake Park; 
Broadway at night; Civic Center and 
Federal Buildings; City Hall; Hall 
of Justice; Gay old Olvera Street; the 
Biltmore Hotel; New Union Station; 
and the Fountain at Pershing Square. 


Newer views in linen-finish cards 
show the City Hall; the Freeway, air 
view of the Coliseum; Wilshire Boule- 
vard; Pershing Square; West Lake 
Shopping District; Fifth and Broad- 
way; Daily crowds at Seventh and 
Broadway; busy crowds on Wilshire; 
the Arroyo-Seco Parkway; the Far- 
mers Market; and Enchanting’ Chi- 
nese Settlement. 


Modern kodachrome reproductions 
picture MacArthur Park; Sunset and 
Vine (Hollywood): Pasadena Arroya 
through Elysian Park; Park Labrea 
Towers; The Los Angeles Ambassa- 
dor, its Garden Studios, its Coconut 
Grove Supper Room; and many views 
of the Farmers Market with its vast 
area of open-air stands, shops, and 
restaurants. 


From Malibu we have a group of 
hand-made original serigraphs pub- 
lished by M. A. Sheehan. One card 
is stamped P. Dubosclard, the others 
are stamped in relief—‘P.M.” Con- 
ventional views are of the Roosevelt 
Highway, the movie colony, and the 
crescent shaped sandy beach, 


From old Monterey we have many 
Mitchel] cards; the ruins of the first 
wooden house in California (brvught 
in from Australia by sailing vessels) ; 
a road through old Cypress groves; 
Monterey as it was in 1842 befove 
California was invaded by the Gria- 
go; the first brick building in Cali- 
fornia; the old Sherman and Halleck 
Headquarters; and the first house in 
California to boast a weather vane— 
thus the name “House of the Four 
Winds”; the first theater, the old 
Custom House; and the Hotel del 
Monte and its beautiful grounds. 


The Muir Woods in Marin County 
North and across the bay from San 
Francisco are beautifully pictured on 
many cards, old and new. Several 
views are of a hollow redwood that 
is 53 feet around the base, and others 
of a natural log bridge. Other red- 
woods continue up the -coast, and 
there are many views along the Red- 
wood Highway and in other parks, 
as well as views of individual trees. 
One famous view is Boy Scout Tree 
near Crescent City. It alone contains 
over 147,000 feet of lumber. The Del 
Norte Wonder Tree is an upright 
tree that has grown for 1500 years 
above and spanning the log of a 1000 





year old tree that had fallen before 
the upright tree was sprouted. 

The Chandelier Tree in Underwood 
Park, North of Willets, is remem- 
bered by thousands of tourists who 
have driven their cars through the 
trunk of this monarch. There are 
other towering redwoods in Humboldt 
State Park. 


At the entrance of Muir Park is 
the cross-section of the log of a 900 
A.D. tree which is marked along cer- 
tain rings to show the size of the 
tree at the time of the Battle of Hast- 
ings—1066. Magna Carta signed— 
1215, Discovery of America—1492, 
Declaration of Independence — 1776, 
and it was cut down in 1930. 


We have been talking leisurely with 
you about California views, and as 
often happens when the conversation 
is interesting we have let the time 
run out. Be with us again next month 
and we will pick up where we left 
off. We can not promise to give you 
anywhere near a complete coverage, 
but we have many more interesting 
places and views in our files. Cali- 
fornia scenery is inspiring to photog- 
raphers. California history is worth- 
while, and California is a Mecca for 
tourists, It is probably our best Post 
Card State.

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ORIGIN OF THE FAIR 
By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Refore the days of electricity folks 
had to travel a great distance, and 
wait long for the privilege of either 
buying or selling their wares. The 
result was that when any large group 
met at a religious festival or meet- 
ing, they began bartering. 

The Fair, developed from these 
meetings, became an _ important 
means of doing business, and in fact 
they are still very popular, 

The ancient Greeks held their fairs 
at Delphi. These were closely relat- 
ed to their religious ceremonies. But 
religious ceremonies, law-making and 
trading were not enough for the 
people, and they began to add amus- 
ements, games, magicians and 
clowns. Bear baitingand bull bait- 
ing were also part of the fairs. 

The Leipzig Fair is ancient. Wood- 
en booths were set up in the street, 
each one numbered. They were own- 
ed by the city, and set uv the night 
before the fair opened, They were 
strong and safe, fitted with locks, 
shutters, and bolts. 

Since Leipzig was known for 
books, practically all the publishers 
in Germany were represented. The 
exhibits were in a special building, 
and as late as 1856 business was 
strictly on a cash basis. Gold coin 
was the only money acceptable. 

In America, the first county fair 
was organized by Elknah Watson, 
and ‘was held at Pittsfield, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1811. This was the Berk- 
shire County Fair. 

In 1845, Prince Albert, Queen Vic- 
toria’s consort suggested to the peo- 
ple that a _ public exposition of 
British and foreign made _ products 
be held. After trying three times, 
he finally convinced the public that 
it would be worthwhile. 

One of the triumphs of the Lon- 
don Exposition of 1851 was the Cry- 
stal Palace, It was 1,848 feet long 
and 408 feet wide, and the glass 
used in construction was 400 tons. 
In 1854 it was removed to the out- 
skirts of the city, and on December 
1, 1936 was destroyed by fire. It 
was opened May 1, 1851 by the Queen 
and Prince, before a crowd of 25,000 
people. It lasted 144 days and a 
total of 6,170,000 people visited it in 
this time. There were 15,000 ex- 
hibitors, including the United States, 
who exhibited coaches, wagons and 
buggies. 

The World’s Fair at Paris in 1855 
drew 25,000 exhibitors and one of the 
chief exhibits of the 4th Interna- 
tional Exposition at Paris in 1889 
was the Eiffel Tower. 

President Grant opened the first 
great exposition in America at Fair- 
mount Park, Philadelphia, to cele- 
brate the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence (1776-1876), the 
100th anniversary. This exhibit cov- 
ered 60 acres of land and had some 
10,000,000 visitors. 

The World’s Fair in Chicago in 
1893, 'was the most elaborate fair 
ever held up to that time.

Popular Gems in the West 


Each year readers of HOBBIES 
enjoy S. N. Green’s All American 
Eleven, a list of popular minerals. 
It is an excellent list. I will try to 
describe some of our most popular 
gems in this far Western section. 

First on the list would be Kinra- 
dite. Named after Prof Kinrad, this 
material belongs to the jasper fa- 
mily, and to that strange group 
known as the orbicular type. The 
term gets its name from the orbs 
or circular bodies in the jasper matrix 
or ground mass. These orbs may be 
from pin-point size to as much as 
an inch in diameter. They are sel- 
dom intergrown but frequently have 
a center of one color and an outer 
circle of another and in a ground 
mass of still a third color. We have 
white centers in red outer circles in 
black ground mass, and almost any 
other color combination. One of the 
most sought are the yellow, red and 
purple types of Hollister, Calif. The 
most prolific source is in extreme 
northwest Washington beaches, An- 
other but not plentiful source is the 
beach just north of San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate. 

Our next nomination for far west- 
ern popularity, is Jade. There are 
five localities in California where 
this gemstone is found. The Mon- 
terey coastline is best known, but it 
also occurs at Covello, Happy Camp, 
San Luis, Obispo County beaches, and 
Porterville. Most California jade is 
a shade of green although good black 
is found from mid-Monterey coast to 
Cambria in San Luis Co. Next time 
you are in British Columbia, trv the 
Fraser River gravel bars for jade. 
And, of course, we must give credit 
to the famous Wyoming locality 
around Lander. 

Number three in our team, is Co-

vellite. This is a metallic blue that 
polishes beautifully and is a striking 
gem. It came from the Kennicott 
mines in Alaska but that is now 
flooded and only dealers have the 
material. 

Next on our list is Egyptian Jas- 
per, a beautiful tri-colored material 
from Llyagas Creek in the foothills 
south of San Jose, Calif. Few of 
the quartz family minerals have such 
fine color and design. 

Number five on our team is azur- 
malachite. This fine blue and green 
gem material comes from Bisby, 
Ariz., St. George, Utah; Alaska and 
other localities. As most collectors 
are familiar with it we ‘will not des- 
cribe it further. 

Next, we offer the fine vericite of 
Utah. A green that is hard to beat. 
I cannot think of any paint that is 
greener than this gem. Its attendant 
colors are yellow, white, brown and 
rarely black. And it is getting very 
scarce. 

Then for number seven, we sug- 
gest chrysocolla and the copper min- 
erals as occurring in agate and found 
in several places in Arizona. The 
feathers in agate of Miami, provide 
some of the finest cabochon materials 
known. 

Number eight is rhodenite. It is 
found in Washington, Montana, Ore- 
gon, California (again on Monterey 
coast) and other western states. 
There is little choice between the 
states mentioned if it is good. We 
have yet to see elsewhere, the variety 
of colors that occur in the Monterey 
types, 

Next in the West is the fine sili- 
cified wonderstone of Nevada. It 
takes as fine a polish as any agate 
and has stripes of colors ranging 
from white to deep red with browns, 
yellows, salmon pink and _ endless 
shades. 

Number ten is onyx agate from 
Washington State. This is true onyx, 
being parallel banded agate with 
colors ranging from white to blue 
or green alternating. It takes an 
easy perfect polish and frequently 
has most remarkable seascapes. It 
may also be found in the thunder 
eggs of central Oregon and some has 
been found in the Lewis County 
streams of Washington. Here the 
onyx has sometimes been colored by 
forest fires and may be orange and 
white banding or even bright red 
and white bands. 

Lastly, we are fond of the jasp- 
agate of several of our western 


states. Idaho’s Succur Creek. Ore- 
gon‘s Medford district, Horse Canyon 
in California, Alpine, Tex., are just 
some of the areas where this beau- 
tiful material occurs. The moss is 
the most desired type and it may be 
of any color in the spectrum and at 
its best, in clear chalcedony. If you 
have one of each of this group, you 
have the nucleus of a fine gem collec- 
tion of the West.

The Rubinstein Collection 


(Continued from February issue) 
From Miniaturia By GEORGENE O’DONNELL 


The Dutch room in the collection 
is furnished with chairs and a couch 
upholstered in rose brown velour. A 
secretaire and pair of commodes de- 
corated with pine inlay are from 
Holland. At the feet of the figure 
representing the lady of the house is 
a work box from which she seems 
always about to pick up her thimble 
and scissors. Two eighteenth cen- 
tury samplers on the back wall are 
no larger than an airmail stamp and 
the cradle blotter on the desk can 
easily blot an envelope one-eighth 
inch square. On top the secretaire 
is a complete miniature ship model 
under glass: flanked by a bronze lion 
and a porcelain vase, Near the win- 
dow is a wooden birdcage, and be- 
neath the cage on the sill is a pot 
of morning glories. The floor is of 
varnished pine and typically Dutch 
in its absence of rugs, the ceiling is 
beamed and the walls have an all 
over Dutch design paper. Through 
the windows, visitors catch a glimpse 
of a Dutch garden blooming with col- 
orful flowers. 

The scale is approximately one 
inch to the foot and each room aver- 
ages two feet in width. Discrepan- 
cies in the scale are frequent since 
only genuine antique miniatures were 
chosen. There would have been more 
uniformity if contemporary crafts- 
men had been commissioned to build 
more accurately scaled but less 
charming pieces. 

One of the most picturesque is a 
typically bourgeois French room. of 
the nineteenth century, conservatively 
respectable, tike the monarch ‘whose 
small picture hangs on the back wall, 
Louis Philippe. A tall crested pier-

glass cabinet is filled with small 
pieces of china from a forty piece 
dinner service. Near Paris, Madame 
Rubinstein discovered the elaborately 
carved metal) furniture around which 
this room was built; three chairs, a 
foot stool and a table; all constructed 
of rococo metal work and decorated 
with real Venetian petit-point tapes- 
try seats. Of the two unusual tables 
in this room; one is an odd saucer- 
shaped French enamel table inlaid 
with a row of pearls; and another 
in the center of the room is of teak- 
wood with ivory inlay of Chinese fi- 
gures, On its surface are several 
decorative glass pieces and a por- 
celain bust of Napoleon shown wear- 
ing a tricorne hat. 

The Georgian Dining Room is fur- 
nished with original Hepplewhite 
miniatures, sturdily built like life- 
sized pieces, fitted rather than glued 
together as is most doll house furni- 
ture. The background is in the Adam 
manner, more conservative than the 
rooms of this period in the Thorne 
collection. The table is set with sil- 
ver plates, goblets, knives and forks 
and from the ceiling hangs a finely 
wrought silver chandelier with hold- 
ers for eighteen candles. 

A Versailles Ballroom, all ready 
for the minuet, is also called the Sil- 
ver Ballroom; all the chairs, tables, 
settees, musical instruments includ- 
ing the piano and harp are of solid 
silver, made during the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries. In the 
center of the back ‘wall is a bay 
window with a full length statue of

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Napoleon mounted on marble in lapis 
lazuli. Ornaments in the ballroom 
are also made of silver, although 
there are a few Wedgwood pieces. 

The only replica in the series was 
patterned after an old French Pro- 
vincial home built in the fifteenth 
century on La Camargue, and origin- 
ally occupied by a seafaring family. 
his one room _ served as sleeping, 
eating and cooking quarters, Beneath 
a Henry II bed are a vair of leather 
sandals from Normandy, which mea- 
sure less than an inch long. On the 
washstand, next to the tin bowl and 
pitcher, are a silver hair brush, tor- 
toise shell comb and ivory fine-comb, 
with a few teeth missing. Typically 
French fifteenth. century benches 
stand at the side of the table in in- 
teresting contrast to the eighteenth 
century, comfortable upholstered arm 
chairs. The mantelpiece is decorated 
with pewter ware and the fireplace 
has all its miniature accessories in- 
cluding bellows, seventeenth century 
red lacquer screens, coal _ scuttle, 
tongs and shovel; a concealed electri- 
cal contrivance creates the illusion of 
a fire blazing! in the grate. At the 
table, a figure representing an old 
retired seaman is reading the Latin 
text with French annotations of 
Exercices du Chretien; the type, al- 
though small, is quite legible. A 
second figure representing the cap- 
tain’s daughter-in-law is near the

Early Newspapers in 
New London, Conn. 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


The first newspaper in New Lon- 
don, Conn., appeared eighteen years 
before the American Revolution when 
Connecticut was still an English 
colony. On August 8, 1758, Timothy 
Green began to issue regular weekly 
editions of “The New London Sum- 
mary or The Weekly Advertiser.” 
This paper included “tthe freshest ad- 
vices, foreign and domestic.” This 
was a folio paper and consisted of a 
folded page about eight by twelve 
inches in size, with two columns of 
print per page. Timothy Green’s fa- 
ther had come to New London in 1714 
to become the colony’s official printer. 
He died in 1757 and his son establish- 
ed the “New London Summary” in 
the following year. This was the 
second paper in the Connecticut 
colony. Upon the death of Timothy 
Green in 1763 the “Summary” was 


discontinued. 
Timothy Green, a nephew of the 
founder of the “Summary,” two 


months after the death of his uncle, 
began the publication of New London’s 
second newspaper the “New London 
Gazette” in November, 1763. This 
paper survived until 1844 and was 
published at times in defiance of the 
Stamp Act. In 1781 when New Lon- 
don was in ashes following the raid 
by the traitor Benedict Arnold, the 
Gazette made its regular appearance. 
In 1789, the third Timothy took his 
son Samuel into partnership and in 
time Samuel became the sole pro- 
prietor. In 1805, Samuel turned the 
paper over to Nathaniel Eells and 
Ebenezer P. Cady who edited and 
managed the publication for five years 
when it came back to Samuel Green 
who continued his ownership until 
June, 1838, when he again released 
control to John J. Hyde of Stoning- 
ton who is mentioned as being a col- 
lege educated man and in those days 
a rarity in American journalism. 
Hyde remained with the Gazette for 
two years and then moved to a com- 
peting venture and the “Gazette” 
went back to Samuel Green and then 
nassed to his son Samuel H. Green. 
The latter only kept it for a brief 
period and in July, 1841, it passed 
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IVES, IVES-BLAKESLEE, Carpenter 
Kenton. Hubley, N. N. Hill Brass oo. 
Gong Bell Manufacturing Co., Sh 
Hardware Co., J. & E. Stevens Co., and 
Wilkins. Bspecially want any catalogs 
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ad in the Old Mechanical Banks Depart- 
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into the hands of A. G. Seaman, who 
was its last publisher and in 1844 
the publication was discontinued. 

The first competition received by 
the “Gazette” came in 1795 when a 
new venture was launched and called 
the “New London Advertiser” which 
had a brief life. It was followed by 
the “Weekly Oracle” which appeared 
in 1796 and survived until 1801. In 
1797 another competitor to the “Ga- 
zette” came on the scene which sur- 
vived the turn of the century before 
giving up the ghost in 1802. This 
paper was edited by Charles Holt. 
He was an enthusiastic newspaper- 
man and soon found himself involved 
with the authorities for his was the 
period of Alien and Sedition laws of 
the Adams administration. He was 
jailed and publication of the “Bee” 
was suspended. Holt brought suit to 
recover his fine and be given damages 
for his imprisonment and won his 
suit. He left New London in 1802 
and took the plant with him. 

Between 1802 and 1807, the “Ga- 
zette” had no competition. Then the 
“True Republican” appeared but had 
a brief existence. Then for eleven 
years the “Gazette” remained unchal- 
lenged until 1818 when two periodicals 
came into the field, the “Republican 
Advocate” which lasted until 1828 
and the “Repository” which survived 
the “Gazette” and lasted down to 
1861. In 1819 the “Connecticut Senti- 
nel” came into the field and lasted a 
little more than a year. In 1821, a 
publication, “The People” appeared 
for ten issues. The three papers exist- 
ed without further opposition until 
the “Advocate” folded up in 1828 and 
the next venture came in 1830 with 
“The Workingman’s Advocate” which 
survived until the following year. 
Then for nine years the “Gazette” and 
“Repository” continued to compete 
alone when they were again challeng- 
ed by “The Peoples Advocate” which 
survived the “Gazette” and existed 
from 1840 to 1848. 

With the passing of the “Gazette” 
came the first daily newspaper the 
“Morning News” which existed from 
1844 to 1848. During this period a 
number of new papers came upon the 
scene including the “Weekly Demo- 
crat” (1845-1860); the “Weekly Chro- 
nicle” (1848-1868) and the “Daily 
Chronicle” (1848-1868). The ‘“Morn- 
ing Star” also appeared in 1848 and 
survived until 1861. The “Morning 
News” could not survive such compe- 
tition. The “Chronicle” and the 
“Star” fought it out with the old “Re- 
pository” until 1861 when both the 
“Star” and “Repository” abandoned 
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the field. The “Democrat” gave up 
in 1860. 

In 1868 the “Chronicle” experiment- 
ed with the penny press idea and 
evidently ‘went broke. Then for three 
years New London was without a local 
newspaper. In 1871 the “Daily Times” 
started but soon gave up. In 1873 the 
“Telegram” began publication and it 
had to struggle for existence although 
it had no opposition until 1881 and 
in 1885 it went the way of the others. 

In 1881 the “Day” came on the 
scene. It was a Republican paper 
and the “Telegram” was a Democra- 
tic paper. Those were Republican 
times and “The Day” survived. It is 
still publishing and is one of the 
greatest small town daily newspapers 
in the United States. Four other 
newspaper ventures, two of them 
dailies, have been founded in New 
London since 1881 and all but one 
weekly have faded away to join the 
others in the long roll of the past. 
The “Telegraph” existed from 1885 
to 1920; the “Globe” from 1891 to 
1933 and “Life” began in 1947, a 
weekly, that still survives. The other 
paper was the “Binnacle.” 

One of the founders of “The Day” 
was Major John Tibbetts who was la- 
ter appointed U.S. Consul at Bradford, 
England. The “Telegraph” was found- 
ed by Theodore Bodenwein who later 
became the owner, editor and publish- 
er of “The Day.” “The Day” was the 
evening paper and the “Telegraph” 
the morning paper under Bodenwein. 
In 1906 Bodenwein gave the “Tele- 
graph” to its editor. “The Day” is 
now published by the Theodore Boden- 
wein foundation, a charitable trust.

English Educational and 
Game Cards--19th Century 


Educational and game cards of 
America were recently discussed, but 
there are many interesting ones in 
England which have never been in- 
troduced into this country. 

Educational cards were first de- 
vised by a Franciscan monk, Dr. 
Thomas Murner of Germany. He was 
born at Strassburg and taught Phi- 
losophy at the beginning of the six- 
teenth century, first at Cracovie and 
then at Friburg, Switzerland. 

Dr. Murner decided to try a new 
method to interest his students, 
whereby their lessons would be made 
more interesting, and easier to study. 
He devised a card game with a se- 
ries of pictures and figures, in which 
the pleasure of the game was height- 
ened when they thoroughly under- 
stood the text. 

He was so very successful that the 
great doctors of the University of 
Cracovie suspected him of employ- 
ing magic. To justify his work he 
was obliged to produce this new game

for the great doctors to see for them- 
selves. Not only did they approve, 
but they greatly admired the method 
of Dr. Murner. This was first used 
in Cracovie in 1507 and published in 
1509, There were quaint little engrav- 
ings and interesting wood cuts. Be- 
fore the end of the century Educa- 
tional and Game Cards had spread 
to England and France. 

In 1665, Barlow issued an edition 
of Aesop’s Fables etched after his 
own designs. These were copied in 
1759 by I. Kirk, proprietor of the 
Grotto Toy Shop, in St. Paul’s 
Churchyard. 

In 1710, a Proverb Series of Play- 
ing Cards was issued, and an en- 
tirely different second series was is- 
sued in 1720. There were many oth- 
er issues of educational cards during 
the 17th century which, like the Fa- 
bles and Proverbs, had a small card 
on one corner with the suit signs, 
so they might also be used for a 
regular gaming deck. There was such 
a hue and ery against gaming and 
playing cards about this time, that 
the manufacturers thought these 
cards might not stir so much 
comment, and yet would serve the 
purpose for those who wanted them

“London Cries” was an early issue 
of a children’s game, issued both with 
and without suit signs. 

The Elements of Astronomy and 
Geography explained in forty cards 
beautifully engraved and colored by 
the Abbe Paris, published July 15, 
1795, by John Wallis, No. 16 Lud- 
gate Street, London. They are en- 
graved with precision with a diagram 
and on the other side of the card 
there is the explanation. A Series of 
Astronomical cards were issued in 
1828. There are 36 cards showing the 
constellations and four emblematic 
of the seasons. With them is “A brief 
explanation of the constellations rep- 
resented by the New Astronomical 
Cards” — London, published by C. 
Hodges, 27 Portman Square. In a 
second issue the number is increased 
to 52 by twelve court cards showing 
mythological figures. Suit signs are 
also added. The red chalices, blue 
pike heads, green trefoils and the 
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golden diamonds, as he uses them in 
hisibeautiful Geographical Issue of 
1820. (See Illustration). 

In 1829, F. G. Moon, 20 Thread- 
needle Street, London, published an 
issue, “Astronomia.” A booklet is in- 
cluded “Explanation of the Celestial 
Cards.” There are 52 cards in the 
set, composed of four suits, each of 
which includes: the Sign, one lumina- 
ry and eleven planets. The suits rep- 
resent the Seasons, One suit has the 
drape across top and side colored 
blue, another yellow, red and grey- 
white. Cards are engraved, on heavy 
board. Box matches. (See Illustra- 
tion). 

Another Educational Game shows 
full length figures of the Kings of 
England and gives statistics concern- 
ing each one in the suits of Clubs, 
Diamonds and Hearts. The Spade suit 
is given entirely to tables, including 
the multiplication table on one. Below 
the table, “This Table to be got by 
Heart.” “Sold at Willertons Toy Shop 
Bond Street.” The Hearts and Dia- 
monds are colored red. Otherwise the 
card is uncolored, although engraved. 
(See Illustration), 


: Puzzle cards are not as well known 
in this country as are some of the 
others, possibly because there is no 
reference to them in the Hargraves 
book with which many are familiar. 
These Puzzle cards were published 
by J. Wallis, No. 16 Ludgate Street, 
London, October 27, 1789, and a sec- 
ond series in 1790. These seem to be 
the first of the Educational or Game 
issues published by Wallis. 

_After this he published several se- 
ries of Astronomy and Geographical 
decks, some of which we have pre- 
viously mentioned. These Puzzle 
cards (see illustration) are 456” x3”, 
and although are all the same size, 
the ones in this writer’s collection are 
from the two series—and different 
dates. The single line of printing at 
the lower end of card ‘varies with the 


dates. Some have the printing inside 


the line frame, while others have 
it below the line. The earlier series 
which have the printing above the 
line reads: “Published October 28, 
1789 by J. Wallis, No. 16 Ludgate 
Street, London.” It seems the line 
is a different length on each ecard 
in this series. 

The other series reads, “London, 
Published by John Wallis, No. 16 
Ludgate Street, Jan’y. 4th, 1798.” One 
lone card reads “Published by John 
Wallis No. 16 Ludgate Street, Lon- 
don,” and no date is given. These 


are engraved and colored. The card’ 


illustrated is one of the 1789 series 
and number eleven. One statement is 
across the top, “A Word of Three or 
Five Syllables.” One is supposed to 
guess what the picture represents 
with the given cue. Another card 
shows a broken down gate, resting on 
the lower hinge, the fence having been 
removed, and the cue reads: “The 
name of a place once called a tuwn 
which stood a long time, but is now 
taken down.” The English of yester-

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year might readily supply the answer. 
Another card shows a young man 
carrying a black kettle, and the cue, 
above: “A well known Livery Com- 
pany.” Another card shows two state- 
ly columns standing, with the cue: 
“Two well known characters.” Anoth- 
er shows an African native with a 
spear overhead, poised ready to throw. 
It reads: “Name of a heath.” These 
answers were evidently current in- 
formation in their day. The others all 
vary but are of the same type as 
these. 

A Rebus issue of the late 18th cen- 
tury probably was a challenge to the 
alertness of youngsters, (See Illus- 
tration). There is no identification as 
to the publisher or date on these 
cards, although the paper is appar- 
ently the same age as the Puzzle 
cards. Early Rebus issues are also 
rather scarce and seldom found. 

An interesting issue has engraved 
cards with only a small round col- 
ored picture in the center, and a tiny 
number in the lower right corner. 
(See Illustration). These apparently 
are for teaching children objects be- 
fore they are old enough to read. The 
cards number to 20. A fancy frame 
of black scroll and vines decorate 
each card. The pictures vary and in- 
clude children, adults, animals and 
birds. No rules for playing were with 
the set, although it could have been 
lost. Cards are almost mint. 

“A game of Parliament,” with 
its instructions and Programme for 
each—the Conservatives or Liberals, 
sounds interesting. This is in orig- 
inal box with rules, although no pub- 
lishing date is given. It was copy- 
righted by Henry Reasons. 

“The Sovereigns of England,” is- 
sued circa 1845, shows the rulers with 
the name and date the Ruler became 
King or Queen below the portrait 
from William I to Victoria. These 
are colored engravings, and have a 
solid pink back. The extra card gives 
names, and sequence of rules is in- 
cluded. 

“Change for a Sovereign,” pub- 
lished by Jos. Evans & Son, 31-33 Old 
Street, London, which has rules and 
title card, although no date any- 
where. The coins all bear the same 
likeness as the illustration except the 
gold coins which have the likeness of 
George III, and is dated 1802. The 
Victoria coins are dated 1865, which 
seems to be about right from the style 
and type of card. These have a tiny 
red vine with very tiny flowerettes 
allover on a pink back. 


A hand drawn and painted card, 
then cut in half across center is a 
very beautiful deck. Rich, brillrant 
colors, although not harsh, are used 
quite extensively. These are supposed 
to be about 1820, and are quite at- 
tractive. (See Illustration). On the 
other side of the cards the multipli- 
cation table may be pieced out when 
the halves are properly matched. For 
example “9 times Seven” will be on 
the top half, and on the lower half, 
the answer, “are 63.” When the cor- 
rect answer is found the correct piec- 


es of the cards will produce a beau- 
tiful picture. So it seems probable 
that the game was made to teach the 
multiplication tables, which seems 
quite formidable to most youngsters. 
To children not so far advanced it 
could be quite exciting to have a con- 
test for matching up the pictures. 


Jaques & Sons, Hatton Garden, 
London is the publishing company of 
many issues in the later half of the 
19th century. “One,” “Counties of 
England,” portrays the largest ur 
most important city within the coun- 
ty and tells why it is important. 
Another series “Countries of Europe” 
is on the same principle. One of these 
series feature seven countries naming 
the leading cities of each and tell- 
ing for what they are noted or im- 
portant. These range from two to 
seven cities for each country. The 
first book is for England and lists 
six cities, as follows: “London” at 
top of card, then the scene, in col- 
ored lithography shows traffic on the 
Thames with the dome of St. Peter’s 
in the background, among other tow- 
ers. Below, the one short sentence, 
“The Metropolis of the British Em- 
pire.” Next is “Manchester,” with a 
busy street, “The chief market in the 
world for the production of cotton 
yarn, silk, and mixed cotton fabrics.” 
“Liverpool.” The view shows an old 
side-wheeler in foreground, a masted 
ship with many full blown sails, in 
the background. Below, the data “A 
large seaport. Celebrated for its 
splendid docks, Ship building carried 
on.” “Birmingham,” and the view 
with its tall smokestacks is described, 
“The chief manufacturing town in 
the.Midland Counties. Famous for its 
Hardware, Fire-arms, Plated Goods, 
and Jewellery,” (spelling is as on 
the card). Bristol and Leeds follow 
in that order making a total of six 
under “England’’ necessary to form 
the book. Austria follows with five 
cities; Belgium with three cities; 
Italy with seven cities, Portugal with 
2 cities, Spain, five cities and Swe- 
den three cities. (See Illustration). 


Jaques & Sons issues a series about 
this time of “Counties in England,” 
which deals with cities in each county 
in the same manner. These come in 
three series, or decks with different 
plain color backs in a wooden slide 
top, and the information as to pub- 
lisher, etc., on the lid. These three 
decks were also put out in individual 
boxes, information printed on each as 
to “Set No. 1,” Set No. 2 or 3,” as 
the case may be. 


“Proverbs” is another game issued 
in two sets, but the writer has not 
seen Proverbs in the same type wood- 
en box—only in single cardboard box- 
es. These, like “Countries of Europe,” 
have an uneven number of cards in 
the various “Proverbs.” These are en- 
graved and the Proverb card appears 
to be hand colored. One Proverb, 
“Birds of a Feather flock together,” 
has five cards which are necessary 
to accompany the proverb to make a 

k. There is one word of the pro- 
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verb on each card, the Proverb cards 

also represent the first word of the 
Proverb. Another “Fine feathers 
make fine birds.” This master cari 
has the word fine at the lower part, 
and shows two lovely girls with beau- 
tiful feathers on their hats. Some 
of the other Proverbs, are: “No rose 
without thorns,” “Prevention is bet- 
ter than cure,” “Necessity is the 
mother of invention,” and “Love me, 
love my dog.” The other set is sim- 
ilar, although all different proverbs 
and pictures, 

An unusual issue of the late 19th 
century was one similar to Authors 
in which books of four cards were 
made. This one was in aqua tints on 
copper etching. Each card of the 
book had one color background, so 
that each book had a green, orange, 
blue and red card. The theme was 
of the lesser known peoples in the 
eastern hemisphere, except for one 
book which featured Eskimos in 
northern ‘Canada. For instance, on 
the book of “West Africa,” this ti- 
tle was in a panel in the upper left 
corner, and below the name, in smal- 
ler letters “African Hunter.” In a 
panel or box in the lower left corner 
is the name of the other three titles 
under “West Africa,” which will com- 
plete this book. This card is in green. 
The Orange card reads: “Off to Mar- 
ket;” the blue card, “The Village 
Meeting,” and the red, “The African 
Idol.” “South China” is a book, “West 
China.” South India, Egypt, N. W. 
Canada, Egypt, Japan, Palestine, Per- 
sia, South Sea Islands and Sudan are 
other books. By the time a child be- 
comes acoualde familiar with the 
game he knows more about these far 
away people. . 

“H.M.S. Pinafore,” is a game of 
the sea, and has eight books of four 
ecards each, portraying the ‘tars’ of 
the sea in the earlier days, and the 
Captain’s daughter, Cousins of Sir 
Joseph Porter, K.C.B. (?) and a fe- 
male peddlar of the waterfront. 
Quite a charming deck, although not 
as rare as many of the others. (See 
a. for the “Bumboat Wom- 
an’), 


HAPPY FAMILIES, one of the most 
common of the English cards, has 
been one of the most popular, and al- 
though continuously being changed in 
titles, it is still the basis for many 
of the card games during the first 
half of the 20th century. It needs but 
little introduction. This game is made 
up of books, which represent the fam- 
ily, “Mr., Mrs., Miss and Master” of 
the various families and their name 
seems always to tie in with their 
trade. Dr. Dose, Mrs, Dose, the Doc- 
ter, and master Dose, the Dr.’s son, 
the Baker, Gardener, Fishmonger, 
Groceryman, Printer, etc. are some 
of the families used to make up the 
set. This deck is colored lithograph 
process. 

There are so many fascinating 
Educationa] and Game decks it is 
difficult to select only a few to talk 
about—a few that will be of interest 
to the majority of readers, both col- 
lectors and non-collectors.

KONIGSMARK Coat-of-Arms

An article in Volume 10 of the 
New International Encyclope- 
dia (1908) gives us the following in- 
formation “KONIGSMARK, a Swedish 
family of German origin whose mem- 
bers achieved fame and notoriety in 
equal measure during the 17th and 
18th centuries. Hans Christoph, Count 
Konigsmark, Field Marshall in the 
Swedish service, was born at Kotz- 
lin, Brandenburg, March 4, 1600. On 
the outbreak of the Thirty Years 
War, he served in the Imperial for- 
ces, but in 1630 entered the Swedish 
army, attaining the rank of Colonel 
in 1635. In the following year he de- 
feated the Imperialists, and for a 
long time commanded the Swedish 
army in Westphalia. He was with 
Torstenson in 1642, Breitenfeld, No- 
vember 2d. He drove the Imperia- 
lists from Pomerania, and captured 
Bremen and Verden in 1644; defeat- 
ed the Saxons at Zeitz, and forced 
the Elector to a truce. He supported 
Wrangel in Franconia, May, 1648, 
and commanded the Swedish forces 
in the final battle of the war at 
Prague. He was made a field mar- 
shall and hereditary count, and ap- 
pointed Governor of Bremen and 
Verden. He was taken in the war be- 
tween Sweden and Poland in 1656, 
and remained in captivity until the 
peace of Oliva in 1660. He died in 
Stockholm, March 8, 1663.” 


_ The Konigsmark family in Amer- 
ica interests me; for, as so many 


, Others, their arrival was compar- 


atively recent and their goal was not 


the eastern coast, but the great mid- 
west. Henry Konigsmark (born 1881 
in Cedar Rapids, Iowa) tells the sto- 
ry. “My family was established in 
Bohemia and my immediate branch 
never left Bohemia, although others 
moved into Germany. My grandfath- 
er Konigsmark married a girl whose 
name was Libuse Czech, which shows 
they intermarried among Bohemians. 
As additional evidence that our 
branch was of Swedish origin, I 
might add that after we moved to 
Cedar Rapids, father joined a club 
of Bohemian young men who were 
singers. They met at night at vari- 
ous homes to sing songs of the Old 
Country. Although father died when 
I was thirteen, I distinctly remember 
father mentioning in various discus- 
sions that our family was of Swe- 
dish origin. Furthermore, as a boy 
I went to English school nine months 
of the year and instead of having 
vacation for the remaining three 
months [ attended Bohemian school. 
I recall the professors drilling into our 
young heads how greatly the Bohe- 
mians were oppressed by the Prus- 
sians and the Germans.” 

Anton Konigsmark might be con- 
sidered the patriarch responsible for 
the family coming to the United 
States. He arrived in 1863 with his 
wife, Libuse Czech, and three sons— 
Thomas, Joseph and Frank. They 
emigrated with a band of Czechs 
(Bohemians) who resided in the vi- 
cinity of Pilsen (Czech spelling 
Pizen) which is situated about fifty 
miles southwest of Prague (Praha). 
After sixty-three days spent in cross- 
ing the Atlantic, the group arrived 
in New York City where they re- 
ceived instructions as to how to pro- 
ceed to their destination in Iowa. 
The Konigsmarks settled in Linn 
County, Iowa, and a corner of the 
original farm is now marked by the 
Station Konigsmark, located on the 
Cedar Rapids and Iowa City Railway. 

The three sons of Anton were all 
born near Plzen, Bohemia. Thomas, 
the eldest, married Mary Tomas and 
left issue one boy and two girls. 
Joseph (born February 14, 1854) 
married Barbara Wolrab November 
4, 1875 at Marion, Iowa, and left 
issue two boys and two girls; and 
Frank, the youngest, married Ann 
Cerveny and had one girl and four 
boys. ; 

About 1883, Joseph and Thomas, 
with their families, moved to Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. Frank remained on the 
farm with his father and mother, 
— they (Anton and Libuse) both 
ied. ad 
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Joseph’s wife Barbara (1851-1891), 
also born near Plzen, was the daugh- 
ter of Vaclav Wolrab. She and her 
husband died within three years of 
each other, leaving four young chil- 
dren. Agnes, the oldest was only sev- 
enteen but she managed to keep the 
family together until her own death 
three years later. At this turn of 
events, the family broke up. Joseph,

The above description of the Ko- 
NIGSMARK Armorial Bearing is reg- 
istered in Rietstap’s Armorial Gen- 
eral. Translated into English Heral- 
dic terms: Party per paie emanche 
argent and gules. Crest: A woman 
dressed in red, hair disheveled, hold- 
ing in her right (dexter) hand three 
red roses with stems and leaves of 
green, her left (sinister) hand rest- 
ing on her hip. 

In the beginning, when it was nec- 
essary for the young men in armour 
to be identified, paint was splashed 
across the shield to distinguish the 
bearer. Thus, the. simplicity of this 
bearing bespeaks its great antiquity. 
All figures with straight edges sym- 
bolize honesty and integrity. 

Wade, in his Symbolisms of Heral- 
dry, says: ‘Men and women are often 
borne in the shield, as well as in 
the crest and as supporters to the 
shield. The symbolism of such bear- 
ings are decipherable in many ways, 
but some of these cannot now be 
even a matter for speculation, as the 
origins of these strange arms are 
entirely unknown.” 

The red rose, according to the old 
poets, signified and expressed beauty 
and grace, and is reckoned the first 
among flowers. All flowers are held 
to be typical of hope and joy.

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A HUGE COLLECTION 


A: collection of 230,000 specimens 
of termites, including 1286 distinct 
species of the approximately 2,000 
known in the world, has been pre- 
sented to the Smithsonian Institution 
by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture Forest Insect Research. 

This collection, probably the sec- 
ond most valuable of its kind in the 
world, represents the work of more 
than 46 years during which Dr. Thom- 
as E. Snyder, retired Department of 
Agriculture entomologist, has collect- 
ed termites in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and has also obtained many 
Old World species by exchange and 
gift. Among the specimens are 943 
“type specimens” —that is, individ- 
uals to which all others of the spe- 
cies must be referred for final iden- 
tification. When Dr. Snyder started 
his collection in 1915 there were only 
12 identified species of termites in 
the Smithsonian collections. 

Termites are found over most of 
the world except the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic, Dr. Snyder explains, and prob- 
ably many kinds still remain unknown. 
Only those that do damage to human 
structures have been intensively stu- 
died, and extermination of these 1s 
now a multimillion-dollar business in 
the United States. There is always the 
danger, he says, that some foreign 
species may invade the country at any 
time, and therefore means of imme-

Although termites are customarily 
referred to as “white ants,” Dr. Sny- 
der says, there is little, if any, rela- 
tionship between ants and termites. 
These two kinds of insects have devel- 
oped only roughly similar body forms 
and ways of life by quite independent 
routes. Termites, he explains, are 
more nearly related to the roaches, 
which were among the earliest forms 
to appear on earth approximately 
250,000,000 years ago. The termites, 
as indicated in fossil deposits, made 
their first appearance not much more 
than 50,000,000 vears ago and repre- 
sent a long road from the primitive 
roaches, They have been termed “so- 
cial cockroaches.” The first ants did 
not make their appearance until about 
30,000,000 years ago. They took on 
the environment and habits of the ter- 
mites and, being more advanced or- 
ganisms, soon drove the older crea- 
tures to a wholly subterranean habi- 
tat. The ant is much better equipped 
as a predatory animal.

tained in pendulant bags as much as 
a foot long woven from straws, pliant 
roots, and strips of barks, and sus- 
pended from limbs. 

The weaving of such a bag is la- 
borious and is done exclusively by 
the females who work a 12-hour day, 
watched all the time by the males 
to make sure they do not shirk. Dur- 
ing this nest-building the males ap- 
pear first shortly after sunrise and 
summon the females out of the jungle 
with a series of explosive notes. They 
start work. The males do nothing but 
“boss the job.” 

The black-and-yellow laborers are 
allowed a rest period of about an 
hour at noon, but early in the after- 
noon work is resumed and continued 
unremittingly until about 5:30. Then 
all the birds return for the night to 
retreats in the jungle depths. 

All the females work in a body, 
observers report, and usually are 
cooperative. Occasionally, however, 
they are seen stealing building mat- 
erial from one another. 





THE “ROARING” BIRD 


On Barro Colorado Island, the 
Smithsonian Institution’s tropical 
preserve in Gatun Lake, Panama 
Canal Zone, there is a “bird that 
roars like a lion.” The roar, some- 
times mistaken for the call of a 
howler monkey, is the male courtship 
song of the turkeylike curassow. The 
female usually is silent. 

Weirdest of the feathered creatures 
of the preserve is the fruit-eating 
hawk known as “burja,” the witch— 
a bird ‘about the size of a raven 
whose back is coal-black. It has a 
white belly, red feet, and a greenish- 
yellow bill which sometimes is slight- 
ly blue at the tip. The name, how- 
ever, is due less to its weird appear- 
ance than to the almost continual 
“scolding” at other birds or at any 
intruder into its retreat. 

There are what may appear like 
fashions in birddom. This is illus- 
trated by the curious behavior of 
another Barro Colorado denizen, a 
lovely grayish-green bird’ with a 
chestnut-eolored head and neck—the 
motmot. These have tails that look 
like*'tennis rackets. They are fash- 
ioned by the birds themselves which 
pluck off about an inch of the feather 
vane below the ends of the two outer- 
most feathers,. The bird swings this 
tail from side:to. side. like a pen-
